THE death of Lord OxrorD removes one who will be long and 
gratefully remembered for his service to the Siate. Asa Parlia- 
mentarian, he will be classed among the foremost England has 
produced, and although there must be divergencies of opinion con- 
cerning his Statesmanship, there will be»none about the zeal and 
steadfastness with which he carried the onerous. burdens of public 
work that fell to his duty. To few men, indeed, have heavier tasks 
ov behalf of his fellow-men been entrusted than to Lord Oxrorp, 
by whom the destinies of the country were controlled during the 
period of its greatest anxiety and danger in modern times. His 
fleckless courage and his unyielding tenacity were considerable 
elements in the strength and inspiration of the Nation, when every 
ounce possible of courage and endurance was its most precious 
asset. In Jewish annals his name will be recollected as the first 
English Prime Minister who selected a conforming Jew as Cabinet 
Colleague—an entirely incidental fact and one that it would be 


poor compliment to the deceased Statesman to advance in. any 


sense in praise of him. Sir HERBERT SAMUEL who was thus 
distinguished has declared that the governing characteristic of 
Lord OXFORD was equanimity. “He endured the uncertainties and 
the reverses of political life,’ said Sir. HerBert, “ unperturted, 
with equanimity.” But there was another and perhaps more human 
side to Lord Oxrorv’s character and it is admirably described by 
that other Jewish colleague of his, Lord Rrapinc—‘“a great man 
and a great gentleman .. .a singularly fine and. noble character 
with a complete freedom from vanity, from jealousy, from pettiness 
and from all forms of self-seeking!’ His death, added Lord 
READING, leaves a great aching void to those who loved him as 
a leader, a colleague, and a friend. 


Jewish Patients. 


WHATEVER value there may be in an investigation of the 
psychology of Jewish patients must surely be heavily discounted 
when those engaged in the enquiry are themselves Jews. This was 
the case with the symposium on the subject held at Jews’ College on 
Sunday, reported elsewhere. Because, being themselves Jews, the 
medical men who contributed to the discussion possess the iden- 
tical characteristics and qualities they detect in their patients. The 
result is that they cannot draw conclusions that can in any sense be 
derived from a fair and accurate comparison with patients in general. 
if the Jewish patient by reason of inherent nervous tendencies is, 
when in suffering, excitable and excessively demonstrative, if he is 
at ence credulous about his physician and unbelieving, if he is apt 
to describe the slightest pain as “like a burning fire,” what 
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about the Jewish doctor? Can We be at all sure that the same 
traits in him as in the Jewish patient do not induce a state in 
which the calm serenity and quiet reserve of the non-Jewish 
medical man are more or less absent? Of course we cannot: and 
even the comparison by Jewish doctors of Jewish and non- 
Jewish patients cannot be relied upon when we know that, 
as one speaker at the Symposium réminded his colleagues, © Jews 
are apt to be hypercritical in regarding members of their 
own race.’ The matter we imagine goes very much further, 
but at least it shows that Jewish doctors are hardly competent to 
judge their fellow-Jews as patients: We should like to hear the 
views of non-Jewish doctors about Jewish patients. They would 
possibly have one or two good words for them that appear to have 
They might 
tell us that in the average Jéwish patients because, say, of their 
moderation in regard to alcohol, present a much more favourable 
prognosis than do non-Jewish patients, illness for illness. Or that 
the “fussinéss,’ as it was described, of Jews when indisposed 
meant also that they took means for combating disease at its 
outset instead of ignoring it until past human aid. Lf it be true 
that “the Jewish patient exaggerated his symptoms and their 
significance,’ the non-Jewish Doctor would surely thankfully 
set against that the Jew’s will to live and his passionate love 
of, and desire for, health. Finally, the non- Jewish physician, 
untrammelled by the “forms of neuroses and psychoneuroses — 
which, we are assured, are indications of the Jewish psycho- 
logy, would have regard to the fact that whatever else unkind 
(or sounding so) may be said of that psychology, it has 
worked. It has carried us Jews through conditions and cir- 
inimical as are conceivable in the way of 
after ages of the experience, a people with 
a singularly favourable demography. We show overweening 
attention to our young, complains one Jewish doctor, and the 
infantile death rate among Jews is, wherever tested, in comparison 
abnormally low. The Jew, says another, is difficult to treat as a 
“being eager to accept a more material- 
istic explanation of his aches and pains.” Yet this same 
places the emphasis of his’ very 
being on no prayer more surely than the blessing he pro- 
that hath kept us alive and preserved us, and 
That fact, which we give by 
way of instance only, for it by no means stands alone, would, we 
believe, be regarded as of immense significance by a non-Jewish 
physician because revealing the true psychology of the Jewish 
patient. It seems strange that Jewish doctors should apparently 
have entirely missed it and. all it implies. It may of course be 
that it was due to the péculiar psychology as Jews, which they 
share with their patients.

Preaching and Teaching. 

INan arresting contribution this week, BeENAMMIL” adumbrates 
a topic of no small importance. He impeaches the Sermon as of no 
valueintheeconomy of religiouseffort, and virtually urges its elimina- 
tion from religious services. It is a subject that is engaging the atten- 
tion of others than Jews, and particularly, if we mistake not, of those 
who are members of the Church of England. That is a fact which 
should not be overlooked. For in the consideration of all such 
questions, it is desirable to bear in mind and determine, if possible, 
the extent to which they arise in our community from external 
influences rather than from those which are spontaneous with us. 
Fashion, by no means the least potent of human elements, must 
not be ignored as a determining factor. But ~ BENAMML” 
would apparently raise no objection to Preaching providing 
it was also teaching, and that seems to us very considerably 
to narrow the issue. Sermons in Synagogues are in fact very 
frequently media for teaching, although most often the teaching is 
made the basis for homily. But, essentially, most sermons convey 
lessons which enrich the mind and extend knowledye, assuming of 
course the preachers of them are capable of rendering such mental 
pabulum. With this reservation we cannot see any real difference, 
save the wholly unimportant one of name, between the Sermon of 
to-day aud the Derahsha of other days; and thus it occurs to us that 
“ BenamMMi” would have been nearer the mark had he seen in the 
modern Jewish Preacher a development of—or an evolving from— 
the old Jewisi Maggid. rather than an assimilation of Christian 
practice in the Jewish sermon. Moreover, when our esteemed 
contributor urges teaching instead of Preaching, is he in fact 
making a preference of one of two things that are anti- 
thetical? Are not Preaching and teaching in effect one and 
the same thing, education and instruction—the one applied 
to mental powers, the other to spiritual? Preaching is thus 
teaching the soul and the spirit, just as teaching is preaching 
to the intellect, and “ BeNaMMt” needs no urging eoncerniug the 
vital im>ortance of providing ethical equipment as well as that of 
learning. He will surely agree that Judaism has always set a 
supreme value upon conduct in its adherents, and has placed 
character far above encyclopaedic attainments. Conduct and 
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character may, there can be no question, be greatly helped by 
investing Preaching with ethical teaching; and as they are compatible 
with much culture or little, and are not exclusive to any class or 
section, the building up and maintaining of them, so far as may be 
by means of the Sermon, ought not to present to the Preacher the 
difficulties s0 vividly described by ~ BRNAMMI.” Preaching among 
us may be as weak and faulty as our contributor would have us 
believe. But we are certainly not prepared, even inthe sacred cause 
of learning, to counsel the elimination of the efforts that are being 
made by so many an earnest Minister, so that the spirit and soul of 
his congregants shall not altogether be starved or entirely perish. 


Scandalous Proceedings. | 


Ir would evidently have needed the pen of a Dickens adequately 
to describe the meeting of the Federation of Synagogues on Tuesday 
evening last. That in disorder and sheer blackguardism it exceeded 
anything hitherto attained by this organisation is at once an 
unenviable accomplishment and a public scandal. What the precise 
trouble was, is not at all clear, more especially since, with we suppose 
n sound instinct concerning the likelihood of their shameful nature, 
it was determined that the proceedings should not be reported in 
the usual way by the Press. That is regrettable, regarded in one 
way, and merciful, regarded in another. But, however viewed, it is 
a device that most often fails in its purpose, even if it does not 
raake bad, worse. Anyway, it could not very well secure privacy 
‘or such extraordinary doings as those which distinguished this 
varticular meeting: and we are able to retail at least in broad out- 
ine what occurred. It was thoroughly disgraceful, and a disgrace, 
100, not alone to this egregious body but to the Community at large 


_which tolerates it. For years the members of the Federation have 


shown a total incapacity corporately to behave, much less to govern 
themselves. ‘The institution has been propped up by those whom 
they term persons of “eminence, and the meeting last Tuesday 
appears to have been an effort of Japhet in search of a father once 
again. We hope sincerely that the search will be in vain. We 
cannot believe that any “eminent” co-religionist—or for that 
matter any worthy Jew however obscure—will be found willing to 
associate himself with a band so utterly devoid of the very firs: 
principles of proper public amenity. Then, we further hope, this 
Federation which has always been a communal evesore, will 
collapse, and we shall thus see an end tothe distressing state of 
affairs which links sucha reprehensible organisation with Jewish 
religious effort—and orthodox effort at that!

Religious “ Here and There.” 


By Mentor. 


HE observations I ventured to make last week on Strange 
Faiths, have brought me a voluminous correspondence. 
Jews who have written and who favour the faith 
instituted by Mrs. Eddy, are anxious to tell me that 
Christian Science is an admirable faith, and nearly all accen- 
tuate their contention by calling witness to the fact. that its 
ethical standard is in many respects as high as that comprised 
in Judaism. Jewish Theosophists have written to enc#avour 
to prove to me that a Jew can be a Theosophist without any 
disloyalty to the faith of his fathers, and that Madame Blavatsky, 
in founding Theosophy, was influenced by the highest of ideals and 
the most splendid of human vision. I have received letters, too, 
from those calling themselves Hebrew Christians. They declare 
for their part that there is nothing incompatible in a man calling 
himself a Jew,and yet at the same time adhering to the Christian faith. 
Indeed, many of them contend that Christianity is Judaism com- 
pleted; and that therefore those of them, who, as most of these 
correspondents term it, “have seen the light,’ are better Jews 
than the benighted Children of Israel who see the whole of life and 
creed in the glorious faith of Judaism. What these correspondents 
almost without exception ignore, is the fact that the term “Jew” 
or Judaism,’ widely accepted (for the most part by Jews themselves) 
as having reference to religious belief only, has in truth a far more 
extensive implication. Let me give an illustration. Some corres- 
pondence has recently appeared in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE on the 
question of whether Disraeli was a Jew. One of our most learned 
Rabbis, finding himself hoist on a dual petard of Nationalism and 
Religion, with no little ingenuity if not plausibility, begged the whole 
question by saying that Disraeli was a Jew, because as he grew up, 
and indeed throughout his life, he evinced Jewish qualities and 
characteristics, and that he was but a young boy when Baptism 
was more or less forced upon him. 


This, however, to adopt (and adapt) a Chinese saying, is to 
muddle the pickle in the stew. It surely is perfectly clear that 
Disraeli became convinced—and indeed proud—of his initiation inte 
Christianity. He admired its tenets, and was enamoured of its 
ethical beauty, as, indeed, of everything about it that is best in a 
religion, On the other hand, as has so often been remarked, a few 
drops of water sprinkled from the baptismal font are not likely to 
alter or, indeed, reverse the persona! traits of anyone undergoing 
that sacred office. So that Disraeli remained to the end of bis life 
a fervent Christian in religion anda characteristic Jew personally— 
in manner, in thought, in outlook, in everything concerning life as 
differentiated from creed. Judaism contends that it is, as that 
brilliant doyen among our Ministers, the Rey. Morris Joseph, has 
insisted, both Creed and Life. Disraeli evidently thought that, 
although Judaism is ample in point of life, it is deficient in 
point of creed, and that Christianity supplied the deficiency. 
In the same way, | would say to all my _ correspondents 
that the Jew who embraces Christianity or Theosophy or Christian 
Science orany other strange faith—I mean, of course, faiths strange 
to Judaism—will remain a Jew in point of all, except religious belief, 
that appertains to the life ofany man. Butin point of religious 
belief, by joining the membership of any of these faiths, he adopts 
something that is not of the Jewish Religion. This bemuddlement 
of the term “Jew,” the idea that it connotes Religion only and that 
therefore the Jew who adopts some strange faith deems it necessary, 
because he wishes to remain nominally a Jew, to show that the 


strange faith is compatible with the Jewish Creed, has long been 


a stumbling-block in the eyes of those who have remained blind to 
facts. It crops up in the question so constantly debated, whether 
Jews constitute a religious confraternity, or whether they are 
in esse ifnotin posse aNation. The notion of Jews being essentially 


a nation is repugnant to certain of our people, because they very — 


foolishly imagine that the acknowledgment would in some way or 
another prejudice their present political national status. It is, how- 
ever, but seldom that any non-Jew is found whe does not recognise 
Jews as bearing characteristics which go to indicate nationhood 
witha far greater difference whenset beside those whose political 
nationhood they share, than any difference between the one and the 
other in point of Religion. Thus, we have half-baked Jews and 
underdone scholars piping out in puerile and futile iteration that 
Judaism is a Religion—that and nothing more~and larding their 
superficial contentions with schoolboy Latin tags in order to 
impress the unlearned with their “highbrow-ness,” I do not 
propose here to argue the question, but I refer to it because 


jt is to some extent germane to the assertions which run 


through the correspondence to which I am alluding, And 


here I would venture so fo say that if seems to me that Jews 
ate, at least potentially, a nation. They have the distinguish 
ing characteristies of nationality. The Jews of the world 
are segregated in the popular mind from all other peoples. 
Jews have (whatever the country of their domicile a 
common history, a common origin—not, of course, in every 
instance racially pure any more than is the case’ with 
other nations. To all intents and purposes there is w 
common destiny awaiting them, and however much they 
may have neglected and even despised and tried to lose 
that characteristic, there is a language that by common consent 
is the language of the Jew, if only because it is the language of no 
one else. When, in addition to all this, we find that Jews, wherever 
they may be, have certain marked physical, moral, and mental 
characteristics—however much they may vary as’ between Jew and 
Jew, even between one section of Jews and another—when we 
find that it is not only possible, but really essential, to build up a 
distinct scheme of Jewish demography—when all these things an ! 
much else akin to them are consideréd, the fact that Jews do not 
‘af present) possess either a territorial centre or a political being ol 
their own, cannot with any reasonable person alter the conclusion 
that Jews possess so many characteristics that are essential to 
nationhood as to constitute them a nation, as | have put it, om csse 
if not in posse. Of course, this is all beside the supreme consideration, 
which is: Whether Jews are or are not a nation is far less important, 
than whether having regard to all circumstances and conditions thes 
should strive again to become a nation.

Reverting to the narrower issue raised by the corresrondeuce to 
which Lhave alluded, the point upon which I desire to insist is that I 
do not in the least argue against the beauties of anv of these strange 
faiths, or the attractive nature of their etbics. What I feel and wha! 
I think every true adherent of the Jewish Faith should feel, is tha’ 
Judaism the Religion is all sufficient, that Christianity or Christian 
Science or Theosophy or any other faith cannot add an iota that is 
desirable, either in purity of religious conception, in spirituality o1 
even in mysticism, to that which Judaism provides for the earnest and 
the understanding Jew. TotheJew who truly feels otherwise, who 
really sees in any other faith that which is more desirable for him 
than thie Jewish Creed and who desires to become either a 
Christian or a Theosophist or a Christian Scientist or what not 
to him I would say: Go and be blessed! It ts infinitely better 
for Judaism, and assuredly tor the maintenance and -progress cf 
Religion in general, that people who cannot be good Jews religiously 
and can be good adherents of some other creed, should frankly take 
their spiritual courage in both hands and definitely proclaim then 
preference for another faith. Itis the in and out rugning that ts 
so damaging to Judaism. It is that which creates so much that 
is invidious and compromising, even so much that is unmoral, in 
regard to Religion. Judaism, I contend, needs no qualification, 
either in point of particular development or in regard to individual 
place of birth or residence. It has a right to be jealous, and even 
suspicious, of all hyphenations. History tells us—and as human 
beings history is our best guide—that attempts to set ap a Shaatn 
Jewish Faith, a Religious “Here and There,’ the mixing web and 
woof of divers faiths with the Jewish creed, have always ended in 
the elimination of the faith that is Jewish and in the direst damage 
to the Jewish cause. 


This, I venture to think, answers in omnibus form all my 
correspondents; and it must be taken as a sort of postscript-r ply to 
what was written in this column last week.

Obituary. 
Vin. LEWDS SOLOMON, F.R.LD-A. 

We regret to record the death, in his eightieth year, as the result of 
ah accident, of Mr. Lewis Solomon, F.R.1.B.A., the eminent architect. 
Mr. Solomon and his wife, who Its sixty-one years of age, were knocked 
down by a motor-car while crossing Maida Vale on Tuesday. They were 
taken to St. Mary's Hospital with fractured skulls, and Mr. Solomon 
succumbed to his injuries on the following day. 

The deceased, who was born in 1848, was educated-at Neumegen's 
School, University College School and at University College, London, 
where he gained the Silver Medal for Architecture. Mr. Solomon was 
res) sible for the crection for some of the finest Jewish communal 
buildings in the metropolis having designed the Stoke Newington 
Synagogue, the South London Jewish Schools, Hiayes Industrial 
School and the Soup Kitchen for the Jewish Poor. He was Architect to 
the United Synagogue, a post in which he was succeeded by his son, Mr. 
Digby Solomon, and was also Hon. Architect to the Federation of Syna- 
gogues, the Jewish Working Men’s Club, and other bodies. He was also 
a member of the Council of the United Synagogue and of the Committees 
of the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum and Hayes Industrial School. 
Mr. Solomon was a tell and a member of the Council and the Board of 
Examiners of the Royal Institute of British Architects, and was also 
Chairman of the Scicnce ' mmmittee of the Institute. 


Mr. ALEXANDER MORRIS (Glasgow). 


Mr. James A. 5\LMON, Hon, Secretary, Glasgow Hebrew Boot 
and Clothing Guild, writes: Glasgow Jewry mourns the sudden and 
unexpected passing away, Unfortunately in the prime of Ife, of Mr, 
Alexander Morris i}! times an earnest and sincere communal worker, 
he unostentatiousiy rendered invaluable service to the Glasgow Hebrew 
Boot and Clothing Guild, in his capacity as Vice-President. In his gener. 
osity, he was of an unassuming disposition, and he was highly esteemed 
in both Jewish and non-Jewish circles. Serving in France with H.M. 
Forces, on his return he continued his charitable interests with unabated 
enthusiasm. The deepest sympathy of the community is extended to 
his widow and family in their irreparable loss. “Unselfish in life, may 
he meet his reward in heaven.” 

Mr. I. Horppenstetn, B.Se., writes: Mr. Alexander Morris Was a 
comparatively young man, but played a significant role in communal 
affairs. He was a member of the Council of the Garnethil! Synagogue 
and Hon. Treasurer of the School Committee, to which he rendered 
yeoman service. Apart from these phases of activity, he dedicated his 
leisure to organisations like the Boot and Clothing Guild, of which he was 
Vice-President. It was a great joy to him to secure and preside over an 
“ Annual Outing ” of poor Jewish children into the country, but this was 
only one of many tacets which revealed the sympathetic nature of the 
man, and reflected the sweet radiance of a truly noble soul. 


Mr. HENDRIK WERTHEIM (Amsterdam). 


A member of a family long distinguished for Jewish and public work 
in Holland passed away last week in the person of Mr. Hendrik Wertheim, 
at the age of sixty-two. The deceased practised the profession of Public 
Notary, and retired in 1924, after completing twenty-five years in this 
function. He was connected either in the capacity of President or 
niember of the Committee of several public institutions, including Jewish 
social and philanthropic organisations, among them being the Council of 
the United Synagogue. Notary Wertheim was a Knight in the Order of 
the Netherlands Lion and Officer in the Order of Orange Nassau. 


Mr. MOSES FROSTIG (Warsaw). 


Mr. Moses Frostig, a prominent Yiddish journalist and for many years 
Editor of the LEMBERG ToGBLATT, who was one of the Galician members 
of the Ciub of Jewish Deputies in the last Sejm, has died in San Remo, 
at the age of forty. He was born in Szolkiey in Galicia. He studied law 
at Lemberg University, but soon afterwards turned to journalism. He 
was an active political worker and a prominent member of the Polish 
Zionist Organisation.

Science and Judaism. 
From Rabbi ASHER GRUNIS. 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, 


Sirn,—Dr. Abelson, in the course of bis article in the SUPPLEMENT to 
your issue of the 27th January, asserts that the author of the Talmudical 
saying TS) NM: “God is the place of the 
Universe, but the Universe is not His place,” was a pantheist. That the 
Jewish religious philosophers of the ) ddle Ages and the Cabalists 
adopted the same view as the author of the above saying, is a well-known 
fact. But, to say that this idea of God has any connection with Spinoza’s 
Pantheism, which teaches that God is fettered by Natural Law and which 
denies His Providence: “ Natura finem nullum Sibi prefixum habet et 
omnes cause finales nibil, nisi humanasunt figmenta.” In other words, 
a sophistical atheism. Does Dr. Abelson imagine that any authority on 
our religion could be a pantheist like Spinoga, denying Providence and 
making a living God into a mechanical one? Even Moses Mendelssohn 
vigorously refuted the assertion that his friendjLessing was a pantheist! 

With regard to Professor Brodetsky's attacks on Genesis, I would 
quote the words of Maimonides in his * Guide to the Perplexed,” Vol. 2, 
Chap. 25, where he says that he interprets the words of the Bible in order 
to supply them with positive evidence. This he did in regard to the physical 
attributes of God, which are many times mentioned in the Bible, ¢.g., 
hands, feet, etc., and also, for example, in regard to the verse, ‘‘ God has 
created the lights and set them in the firmament of Heaven to give light 
upon the earth.” Neither the one nor the other ig meant to be taken 
literally. They are placed in the form in which they appear in order to 
be accessible to man whose knowledge is necessarily limited to his 
experience. Both are meant to be interpreted in that light. As the 
Talmud says: “33 I would also quote the words 
of St. Augustine, who prays in his “Confessions” that God should give 
him knowledge to understand the Scriptures and that He should reveal 
their meaning to him. He also says that in them there is nothing super- 
fluous and that the words havea manifold meaning. We fmd, in fact, that 
when the Church condemned the doctrines of Copernicus and Galileo, 
etc., the Jewish scholars interpreted the words of the Bible in such a way 
that they in no wise contradicted their doctrines. 

There are those who are of opinion that the six “ days ” mentioned in 
Genesis, in which God created the -world, signify six ‘periods; and that 


the words: “God said: let the waters be gathered together,” refer to 


the Glacial period. The Talmud says that Adam, i.e., the primitive man, 
had a tail, etc., etc. Instead of debating the old controversy of 


the scientist and the theologian—*“ whether the egg preceded the chicken or | 


the chicken the egg,” we should exclaim like Anaxagoras of old : ‘Nothing 
can be known, nothing can be learned, nothing can be certain, sense is- 
limited, intellect is weak, life is short, and we have no criterion by which 
to test things.”— Yours faithfully,

Viscountess BeEAnsTeD said that until their Association was formed 
in 1885 there was no organisation which could déal with ihat ever present 
and disastrous problem. Now they conld proudly think that that Society 
was considered a model of what such an crdanisation should be. Their 
help was sought by work ers of all creeds and raccs engaged in combating 


that sameevil. The scope of the work, however, was limited by their 


insufliciency of funds. She appealed for support and supporters in this 
most imperative social duty. “How much ereater, however, is om

They had branch Cominittees in Buenos Ayres and Rio de Jancito: 
Hle yvave details of their rescue and protective work and mentioned that 
1,255 cases were dealt with last year, of which number 549 were now ones. 
They had several homes and also a school, a lodging house for friendless 
working girls, a Visiting Committee te befriend giris in service or in 
workshop. Desides these there was a central office at 45, Great Prescott 
Street, where they had a devoted staff of workers. Ali the details of the 
cases dealt with and developments of these cases were carefully 
recorded and filed. It was an immensely necessary task. These 
records revealed an incredible amount of evil and of cruelty,. wrongs, 
suffering and trials, which would fill the Bardest heart with pity. They 
also told of praiseworthy courage, endurance, paticnce, kindness and 
altruism. Even amony school children conditions had forced them to 
appoint a special committee to deal with them. Had they not under- 
taken to do the work, a scparate and new Jewish socicty would have had 
to be formed. If their Children’s Committee was to do real good it must 
have funds at its disposa’ with which to take temporary charge of some of 
the children, and to cnugage the services of a specially-trained worker to 


deal with the rest. 


Funds Needed. 


Dr. CLAUDE MONTEFIORE said that they were going to launch an 
appeal and they were anxious to unite everyone, their old and new 
friends, in the campaign to provide the Association with adequate sinews 
of war. He asked them to help in every possible way, and to devote if 
they coulda certain amount of time to the work of the Association. Ib 
was comparatively casy to appeal for a hospital or an orphan asylum; 
but when an appeal was made for a society such as theirs, objections 
and difficulties arose. People did not understand who it was they were 
protecting. He belicvcd that the multiplicity of their work—their 
various homes, inspectors, and officers--made such a jamble in people's 
minds that the Association suffered from the effect of their wide range 
and complexity of their work. It was difficult for people who lived 
happily in sheltered and comfortable homes to realise the mass of sorrow, 
trouble and difficulty that existed at the present moment in their 
midst. They must remember that they had been able to rescue women 
from the streets, a number of girls who were on the verge of falling, and 
a number who were in danger because of temptation, bad housing, poverty, 
or were exposed to the dangers of migrating or travelling. It was for 
that work that they asked for help and for assistance in the collecting 
of funds. He asked those who would be willing to help in the collection 
of money to male themselves familiar with the work by studying the 
statistics in their last report. Dr. Montefiore referred to their work 
abroad, and said that they had been able by their efforts to stimulate 
workers in other countries. The London Association was now regarded 
as the clearing house or central bureau in regard to that work. Tbe 
League of Nations had appointed a Special Committee to deal with 
the question of the traffie in women and girls. This Committee had 
associated with it a certain number of assessors who were members 
of the Committee, and who were drawn from five great voluntary 
associations in Europe. One represented the Catholics, two or three 
the Protestants, and one the Jewish, representing Jewish work in 
Europe. It was a matter for congratulation that their Association 
should have been one of the five limited assessors who took part in 
that work, and they had a distinct advantage in having Mr. Cohen as a 
representative upon that Committee. While the primary object of their 
Association was to extirpate this traffic and punish the perpetrators, it

SCANDALOUS PROCEEDINGS. 


THE PRESS EXCLUDED. 

On Tuesday last an invitation was sent to TH JEWISH CHRONICLE 
asking a representative to attend a special meeting of the Board of the 
Federation of Synagogues to be held the same evening at its offices, 64, 
Leman Street. The notice read: “It is for your interest to attend this 
meeting and to hear what is happening at the Federation.” Our repre- 
sentative duly attended the meeting,. and immediately on his arrival 
Councillor M. H. Davis called out across the room to him that the 
meeting was a private one and requested him to leave. Mr. Davis 
added that it was obvious that the meeting was a private one as the 
notice was not signed by the Secretary, Mr. Jung, who indeed was absent 
from the meeting, Our representative then told Mr. 5. Goldstein, the 
Chairman, that if it was the wish of the meeting, and not of any individual 
member, that representatives of the press should leave, they would do so, 
Mr. Goldstein then proceeded to explain the position. Amid considerable 
uproar and confusion, members raising their voices, some saying that the 
press should leave, others saying that they should stop, he asked what 
members were afraid of in asking the press representatives to leave. It 
was then agreed that a vote should be taken on the question. There 
was, however, a long interval between the time when voting in the 
affirmative and in the negative was recorded. Members rose in their 
seats and asked what they were voting, or about to vote for. The 
result of the voting seemed to be uncertain, and several members voted 
both ways. The Chairman, however, amid still further noise, asked the 
press representatives to leave. 


We are informed that the mecting, which began at seven o'clock, 
lasted until eleven o'clock, and was one of the noisiest on record even in 
connection with this body. There was constant hubbub, noise and 


- confusion, while recriminations were flung by members at one another 


from all sides, and occasionally the noise attracted casual passers-by. 

The Chairman was asked by whose authority the meeting had been 
tallied. He replied, by his own authority by reason of the fact that he 
was a Treasurer. Several members said it was an illegal meeting. 

The CHAIRMAN said he would explain why he had calied the meeting. 
He had called at the offices of the Federation two weeks ago and saw the 
nomination forms being prepared for the forthcoming elections. They 
contained nominations for President and Vice-President, and it was usual 
for these offices not to be contested, as men of eminence (sic) should 
be approached to accept the offices by the unanimous wish of the 
members of the Board. He suggested that the Board should have an 
opportunity of dealing with the matter. He subsequently saw Councillor 
Davis, who said that members should be asked for nominations. He 
(Mr. Goldstein) insisted that a meeting should be called and the board 
consulted, but Mr. Davis said that he was entfrely against this procedure. 
He (Mr. Goldstein) therefore called that meeting to place the facts before 
them. Mr. Goldstein then went on to make several charges of irregu. 
larities against certain members and this led to most offensive speeches 
by some of those attacked who were present. 

Finally, the CHAIRMAN said that in his opinion the time was ripe for 
a Committee of Investigation to be formed, and he was prepared to 
substantiate all the charges he had made. 

The Rev. H. SHULMAN said he was surprised that meetings should 
be conducted in such a manner. It was neither Jewish nor gentlemanly 
for these personal remarks to be made. He urged that if there was any 
statement any delegate disagreed with, he should put it in writing. 

Mr. SHINEWALD said that two years ago when there was a change in 
the management of the Federation he thought that matters would 
improve but it seemed that that was not the case. Things were being 
done without the cognisance of members of the Board as a body. 

Councillor DAVIS said that they had heard the remarks of the 
Chairman which he proposed to deal with.. He would, however, state 
that the Chairman had sent a certain gentleman to ask the speaker 
whether he would accept an apology. 

Mr. GOLDSTEIN vehemently denied this, 

Points of order, questions and queries continually arose, and before 
the meeting was concluded Mr. Goldstein vacated the chair and Councillor 
Davis presided but withno greater success in point of order. At eleven 
o'clock the meeting broke up in much confusion.

was their endeavour also that the Jewish share in that traffic, which they 
could not deny, should not be exaggerated and used for anti-Semitic 
purposes. That risk had been greatly diminished by Mr. Cohen's 
presence upon the Committee, and more so by the work of the Associa- 
tion. If they read the League of Nations reports about these horrors and 
degradations, he could not imagine that they would withhold support. 
They would do their utmcst to collect money, which might put a stop, in 
a small degree, to such abominations. Those reports were terrible 
reading for Jews. They could guess here and there, while reading them, 
that it was Jewish blackguards and Jewish yictims who were being 
spoken of. Dr. Montefiore concluded by paying a tribute to the work of 
the Chief Rabbi, who was always ready to assist the Association, and said 
that if holiness were one of the supreme virtués of their religion, then the 
cause of the Association should commend itself to them. They must 
increase the Aiddush Hashem and lessen the Chillul Hashem. 

The Cuter RABBI OF THE BRITISH EMPIRE, in proposing a vote of 
thanks to Lady Bearsted and the speakers, said that they could not 
sufficiontly express thanks to Dr. Mouteflore and Mr. Moro for their life. 
work on behalf of the Association. They had contributed in an 
immeasurable degree to the vindication of the Jewish name. He hoped 
all present would respond to their appeal,

SYMPOSIUM ON HIS PSYCHOLOGY, 


A symposium, a rranged by the Friends of the Hebrew University 
of Jerusalem (Medical Section) in conjunction with the Administra- 
tive Council of the London Jewish Hospital, on “ The Psychology of 
the Jewish Patient, was held on Sunday, at Jews’ College, Guilford 
Street. 

Dr. A. H. Levy, who presided, paid a tribute to the work of the 
Hebrew University in JeruSalem, and said that it was attempting to take 
back to the East, whence had come the learning of the Renaissance, the 
development of modern Western culture. 

Dr. A. GOODMAN LevVY, Chairman of the Council of the London Jewish 
Hospital, in opening the discussion, said that Jews were rather vivid in 
their description of their diseases. If they bad a pain in their stomachs 
it was always “like a burning fire.” But he had found that if they dealt 
kindly with them they could reduce patients’ excitement. This kindly 
treatment at the Jewish Hospital, was working beneficially, and to-day 
the patients at Stepney Green were as amenable to treatment as those 
in any hospital in London. 

infantile Sources of Emotionalism. 


Dr. M. D. Epen, Physician at the Institute of Psycho-Analysis, said 
that they could all agree that the average Jewish patient betrayed more 
emotion than the non Jew. Jews made very much of their symptoms; 
they were prone to dilate and dwell upon every minor trouble. Whether 
their ailments were imaginery or not was beside the point. If they 
suffered pain they showed by their attitude that they were realists. 
Jews wanted to get the most out of life, and always sought to increase 
their strength and vigour. Hence a Jew was not going to put up with 
any kind of illness, or be bamboozled by doctors or nurses. The cause 
for the excitability and excessive demonstrativeness of the’ Jewish 
patient could be traced to his infancy. If a Jewish child shrieked or 
cried its mother nursed it. So they found grown up Jewish people 
using all forms of infantile gestures, and expressing themselves with 
childish vehemence. ‘They were very fussy and required a great 
deal of attention paid to them. Keferring to the attitude of the 
Jew towards the physiciae, Dr. Eder said that the Jew was at once 
credulous about his physician, and unbelieving. He wanted the services 
of the highest pbysician in the land, and always refased to sec an 
assistant physician. The Jew accepted everything the doctor told him, 
but did nothing ; that is to say, one moment be believed in his doctor, 
and the next moment regarded what he had said as humbug. They 
could see that by the way the Jew was addicted to superstition. Another 
point about the psycholegy of Jews was the large proportion of insanity . 
among them. ‘There was more insanity and suicide among Jews in 
proportion to non-Jews in Western Europe than in astern Europe. 
‘Taking the years 1850-1910, suicide in Western Europe among Jews had 
increased eight fold. The urban Jife of the Jew had a great deal to do 
with this. 

The Best Treatment for the Least Cost. 

Mr. J. LAUER, Dental Surgeon at the Jewish Hospital, said that 
the average Jew thought and expressed himself in superlatives. He 
could honestly say that he had never known a Jewish patient consult 
him and ask, “ What is the cheapest work you do?” His experience 
had been that they asked, ‘ What does the best cost"? And then they 
endeavoured to fix theic Own price. Rumours had reached his ears 
that in the Kast of London, should a doctor fail to effect a cure within 
three days, then he is changed with as little scruple as one changed 
one’s laundry. In the operating chair, once they had succeeded in 
enticing the Jewish patient there, he had found him to be infinitely 
more exacting, more intolerant of certain unavoidable difficulties and 
unpleasantuesses, which had to be endured during treatment, than 
others. He was not certain what the fandamental causes of these were, 
whether it was an inherent nervousness, an over-imaginative brain, or 
the endeavour to obtain the utmost of professional skill. 

Dr. A. KR. ABELSON said that one frequently heard hard things said 
about Jewish patients from many standpoints. They as Jews were apt 
to be hypercritical in regarding members of their own race. The 
Jewish patient had certain characteristics which if unsatisfactory should 
be recognised openly and without bias. The Jewish patient could 
be forgiven for worrying overmuch about the illness of his child, his 
wife or his parents. Family affection was very strong among Jews. 
The Jewish patient exaggerated his symptoms and their significance. 
He was intelligent, and tended to have preconceived ideas about the 
nature and treatment of his illness. Hypochondria was common among 
Jews, so were also other forms of neuroses and psychoneuroses. Yet 
the Jewish patient was usually the most difficult person to treat 
psychologically, being eager to accept a more materialistic explanation 
of his aches and pains. 

Others who took part in the discussion were Drs. Adolphe Abrahams, 
W. M. Feldman, J. Burnford, L. Mandel, Messrs. Jacques Cohen and 
A. Sourasky.

**Medico-Legal Aspects of Jewish Life.” 


THE RABBIS AS PHYSICIANS. 


Dr. W. M. Feldman, M.D., M.R.C.P. Lond., F.R.S. Ed., Senior 
Physician, St. Mary’s Hospital, Plaistow, delivered one of the course of 
lectures on “Problems of Forensic Medicine,” on Wednesday, at the 


Royal Institute of Public Health, 37, Russell Square, on “ Medico-Legal 
Aspects of Jewish Life.” 


The Chief Rabbi of the British Empire pre- 
sided. Among those present were: Dayan Dr. A. Feldman, the Rev. 
S$. Levy, M.A., Dr. L. V. Snowman, Mrs. J. H. Hertz, and Miss L. Hands. 

Dr. FELDMAN said that the Penfateuch dealt with many points of 
interest to the medical jurist. It was, however, in the Talmud that 
they found discussions on these matters at any great length. The 
Rabbinical Courts had a staff of medical assessors to whom they referred 
cases for expert advice. Exhumation and post-mortem examinations 
were in conformity with general contemporary opinion strictly forbidden, 
inasmuch as the dead body was considered holy, and any handling 
thereof except for burial was considered a desecration. FEvenif material, 
financial, or other advantage was to be gained by such an ecxamina- 
tion, it was still prohibited on the ground that no advantage may 
be derived from a dead body. Even in criminal cases no exhumation 
could be made simply on the allegation of the prisoner that the 
murdered person had suffered from a mortal wound previously inflicted 
by somebody else, for they relied on the fact that most people 
do not go about with mortal wounds in their bodies. Moreover, says 
the Talmud, even if you do exhume the body in such a case, and no 
previous mortal wound is discovered, the prisoner might still put 
up the absurd plea that the wound inflicted by his own sword exactly 
coincided with the wound alleged to have been present before the assault 
in question. It was evident from the discussion that if there was 
reasonable ground for the prisoner's statement, post-mortem examination 
Dissection of hnman bodies for scientific purposes, was, 
however, made on people like prostitutes, who had desecrated their 
own bodies during their lifetime, and possibly on non-Jews. Thus 
the pupils of R. Ishmacl (about 100 c.n.) dissected the body of a 
young woman with the object of counting the number of bones in 
it. This record was of great historical value, since it was the first 
dissection on record since the time of Herophilus (4th and 3rd centuries), 
for even Galen never dissected a human body. Other interesting series 


' of scientific dissections are recorded in the Talmnd, in the name of Queen 


Cleopatra, for the purpose of embryological research. Dr. Feldman 
concluded by stating that the ancient Jewish physicians were not only 
pioneers in the field of pathological anatomy, but were foremost in their 
formulation of a complete system of forensic medicine. 

The CHIEF RABBI said that State medicine was based on two 
principles—the sacredness of human life and the holiness of health, and 
he ventured to state without fear of contradiction, that the Jewish people 
had been the first teachers of mankind to teach the sacredness and 
infinite importance of each and every human life and the holiness of 


health. It was not surprising that the saying “Cleanliness was next to 
Godliness,” could be traced back to a second century Rabbi.

Was Disraeli a Jew? 
From Mr. COLEMAN P. HYMAN. 
To the Editor of Tos Jewisu CHronicir, 


Sik,—The simple and pertinent question submitted by Mr. William 
Neilson appears to have caucht Rabbi Dr. Salis Daiches in a net, and Mr. 
Alexander Gollancz’s efforts to help the learned Rabbi only add to the 
confusion. 

Rabbi Daiches now states “that he did not hold Disraeli responsible 
for the action of his father in deciding upon the baptism of his family,” 
and aids that “it is Disracli’s attitude to Jews and Judaism that | 
referred to in my address as justifying the belicf that the author of 
‘Alroy’ would not have abandoned Judaism of his own accord.” 

It would be interesting and instructive if Rabbi Daiches could furnish 
any direct evidence to justify that belief. 

We know the circumstances relating to Disraeli’s baptism, and we 
equally well know of his frequent utterances indicating pride of race. 
They are understandable. 

In a charming volume of “‘ Reminiscences,” Lady Battertea states: 
“ Although he had never belonged to the Jewish Community in practice, 
for he had been baptised as a boy, he had a true and profound feeling for 
his own race” (the italics are mine), Upon page 252 of the book isa 
significant remark: “He always maintained that Christianity was com 
pleted Judaism, and believed more in the compelling power of a common 
ancestry than in that of a common faith. He said to me, as he had said 
over and over again in his novels, ‘ All is race, 
that,’ 

The volume includes an account of a school-feast for the village 
children in the Hughenden grounds where a banner bearing the words 
“For Church and State” was suspended over a small platform. Lady 
Battersea sces inthis “a strange mixture of the old-fashioned loglish 
village life, with its Conservative colonring, and its presiding 
man of marked Oriental lineage and bearing.” : 

And then we have the letters he wrote to the Misses Constance and 
Annie de Rothschild in return for their “ History and Literature of the 
Israelites.” There again is the usual reference to the great story of his 
ancestors, but no single word relating to the religion of the Jew. 

Another interesting volume containing refercnce to Disracli is “ My 
Wanderings and Memories,’ by Lady Norah Bentinck, always sy mpatl etic 
in her references to our co-religionists. She mentions the remark made by 
Disracli when told of the conversion to the Church of Rome of a fervent 
follower. <A friend said to Disraeli: “That stupid fool (Lord Robert) 
Montagu, has gone over to Rome.” “You mean that clever fvo),” 
replied

another quotation aseribed to” Dizzy “ Christians 
may continue to porscente Jows and Jews may persist in disbelieving 
Christians, but who can deny. that Jesus cf Nazareth, the incarnate Son 
of the Most High God, is the eternal Glory of the Jewish race.” And this 
appears to correspond with the statement made by the Doctor who held 
the great man’s left hand during his moments tas quoted by Du ckle) 
“ Sitting By his bed at night, he spoke twice on spiritual subjects, in a 
manner indicating his appreciation of the work of Christ, 
Redemption.” 

To the strong and faithful nothing is difiicullt.. So runs the motto 
Disracli selected to accompany his Coat-of-Arms. In his strength, had he 
been faithful to the Keligion of his ancestors, he mig’it have found it not 
difficult to revert, particularly (Rabbi Daiches recognises) as he was. not 
responsible for his baptism. But Disracli did not elect to follow that 
course. Asa Christian he sat in his pew at Hughenden and clsewhere, 
At Hughenden he was given Christian burial. 

In politics he chose to follow a-path that brought him enduring fame 
as a great Imperialist: In religion he was content to adhere to the faith 
his father thought would conveniently lead to advancement. 

Is Rabbi Daiches able to quote an authenticated passage from 
Disraeli’s utterances that will furnish evidence of any regret on his part 
concerning his severance from Judaism’? This is anotber direct question 
for the learned Kabbi. 

Thousands of Englishmen of all relipious denominations will continue 
to honour Disraeli as the great Imperialist; he was without ambiguity, 
loyal to his Queen and country. It is sufficient if we honour his memory 
on that account, 

To claim that he was a Jew only detracts from his honour aud sircat-

REGENERATION OF POLISH JEWRY. 
‘COMMUNICATED. | 

At a recent public meeting of the O.R.T. held at the Great Central 
Hotel, Dr. A. Singalowsky, a member of thé Central Board of the O.R.T., 
delivered an address on “A Jewish Economic Policy in Eastern Europe.” 
Dr. Singalowsky, who has recently completed a tour throughout Poland, 
said it was obvious that the general crisis there was over. The latest 
census had shown that 43 per cent. of the Jewish population in Poland 
were officially registered as engaged in trade, while only 1.3 per cent. of 
the Polish population was thus engaged. Although, according to the 
statistical returns, industry had recovered its pre-war volume, trade was 
showing no sign of reaching the pre-war volume in the near future. The 
big merchant firms were prospering, buf the small tradesmen were being 
gradually ousted by the Co-operative Societies, both Polish and Jewish 
and by the Polish landowners who, in fear of the coming agrarian reform, 
were disposing of their estates and were proceeding to the towns for the 
purpose of employing their capital for trade. 

In their struggle for economic positions the Jews in Poland showed 
an ever-growing tendency to turn to productive occupations. The O.R.T. 
Committee in Lodz was continually increasing the number of its institu- 
tions for training skilled workmen. In that city they now had eleven 
workshops, including schools for mechanical weaving, spinning, etc. 
Last year the O.R.T. trade schools in Poland had turned out 5,493 skilled 
Jewish workers. In continuing his address on the measures to be taken 
to cope with the emergency, Dr. Singalowsky said that the O.R.T. was 
planning the establishment of nineteen evening classes to meet the demand. 
Another important aspect of the economic position of the Jews im Poland 
was their participation in agriculture. There were at present 85,000 
Jewish farmers in Poland. 

It was becoming increasingly obvious, Dr. Singalowsky said, that they 
were in urgent need of a consistent economic policy. The centre of 
gravity was not so much in political emancipation as in achieving an 
equal social and economic standing with the non-Jewish population among 
which the Jews lived in Poland. The O.L.T. not only endeavoured to 
organise the reconstructive energy of those who were materially interested 
in the work of regeneration, but was also instrnamental in giving realisa- 
tion to the sympathies of those of the Western European Jews who had 
understanding for the value of the process of building up Jewish life. 

In conclusion, Dr. Singalowsky reported on the resolutions of the last 
plenary mecting of the Central Board of the O.R.T. The budget of the 
Association for the coming six months was fixed at 200,000 dollars, and 
Dr. Singalowsky hoped that the London members and friends of the 
Organisation would do their share in helping to raise the necessary funds. 

Ata subsequent meeting of the London Committee it was decided to 
raise Within the next six months a sum of £1,000 towards the budget of 
the Association, and besides this to make an effort to find financial support 
for the establishment of several evening classes in Poland. Several 
members of the Executive Committee present subscribed a sum of 
over £400. 


Dr. A. Singalowsky recently addressed a gathering at the Jewish

CCCCXXXII.—Pulpits and Pulpiteers. 


My DEAR COUSIN, 

Mine was a peculiar experience the other evening. I had called to 
see a friend and was shown into his study where I was requested to wait 
some little time. A door led from the study into another room, and as 
this door was open | inveluntarily heard a conversation which was 
proceeding, as I afterwards discovered, between one of our prominent 
communal leaders and a provincial minister. I should have been far 
more interested in the books than in the conversation, were it not that the 
first statement of the minister that reached my astonished ears was 
something in these terms (I speak from memory): “ Iam under no illusion 
as to the uselessness of my sermons in particular and of sermons in 
general.” 

A statement of this weight from such a quarter could not pass 
unnoticed, and as I was not able to leaye the room I had perforce to listen 
to a dialogue which, | am bound to confess, I found of extreme interest. 
The minister was proceeding. “As I survey the congregants from my 
pulpit I am only too conscious of intellectual and moral differences 
among them. wome are people of education, others are boors. My 
difficulty is to strike a note which shall appeal to all of them, If I speak 
down to the boors, the cultivated people feel left out in the cold and are 
apt to be dissatisfied and critical. If I speak to the cultivated, the boors 
fecl themselves negiected, and I am in the worst case of all. Apart from 
these consideration. there is the question of time. I have so many 
communal! duties to perform that it becomes a serious problem to find the 
necessary leisure for preparing for my pulpit. Often I feel like a 
communal handyman. I confess I rather like the work. Visiting 
hospitals, going to prisons, attending inquests, assisting at festivities— 
they all bring you into contact with men and women, and I simply revel 
in this social experieace. But sermons—what is the good of sermons? 
Tell me frankly, do they serve any really useful purpose?” 

I heard the great man say pontifically that of course people did 
require sermons, and as leng as the demand was there, it must needs be 
satisfied. 

“T observed,” he continued, “that you several times spoke of 
‘my pulpit. I am reminded of the prophet’s rebuke to one of the 
Pharaos who spoke of ‘ My river.’ Why do you call it ‘your’ pulpit? 
Is it not also the congregation's pulpit? Should not the real phrase be 
‘our pulpit,’ the congregation and minister forming one and owning the 
pulpit jointly? As a matter of fact, in the United Synagogue we have a 
bye-law which would make it appear.that the minister is by no means the 
master of his pulpit. If I recollect aright, this bye-law is in the following 

terms: ‘A preacher shall, if required by the Board of Management, 
deliver a sermon on Sabbaths and Holydays as may be determined by the 
Wardens, and on special occasions, when requested by the Wardens or 
the Committee.’ ” 

“ Whatever the bye-law may be in London, I do as I like with my 
pulpit,” 1 heard the other reply. “But when all is said the point is 
of no great moment, The usefulness of the sermon troubles me far more. 
I xvecall the famous dialogue between Faust and Wagner in Goophe's 
masterpiece. Perhaps you remember it. What is the good of Words? 
the experienced thinker asks. Words may win the admiration of the 
shallow-minded. Only conviction carries weight. As long ago as the time 
of Ezekiel complaint was made that the public treated his sermons as 
though they were some song—' And lo, thou art unto them as a very 
lovely song of one that hatha pleasant voice . . . for they hearthy words, 
but they do them not.’ It is the same with the modern sermon. Either 
people say, ‘Fine sermon this morning,’ or, ‘The minister spoke very 
well’; or else they say, *‘ What a lot of rubbish we had to listen to again 
to-day. Yes, it is conviction that carries weight, but can conviction 
necessarily be expressed in a single sermon’? We want a much bigger 
revival than mere sermons are able to provide—even the best of sermons. 

“Has it occurred to you, as an upholder of orthodox tradition, that the 
whole business of preaching is part and parcel of the Reform Movement a. 
hundred years ago’ Are you aware that the supporters of orthodoxy in 
1517, when the movement first began, were up in arms against pulpits and 
pulpiteers as being an aping of church practice? Did synagogues of old 
possess pulpits? Did preachers wear canonicals? Can pulpit oratory be 
counted among the noblest products of Jewish literature ? Significantly 
enough, when Jacobson instituted the first Reformed Services in his own 
house, both he himself who preached, and his.three assistants were.men 
of no great ability. One of them, Salomon by name, who in 1819 became 
preacher of the Hamburg Temple, one of the tirst Reformed Jewish places 
of worship, simply tried to imitate the pulpit tricks of Schieiermacher, 
the Protestant divine, to whose church all fashionable Berlin flocked. 
recollect what the historian Graetz writes ofthis same Salomon. 

im begins in Gerinan Jewry the influence of the preacher ; the 
puipit took the place of the Beth Hamedrash (the study chamber); and 
from the pulpit was not seldom heard the loud-sounding word which bid 
poverty of thought.’

teaching, not preaching. We want to rid ourselves of a practice which is not 
Jewish in origin and Which sePves no useful purpose. Will anyone deny 
that Judaism in this country is on tho de clue? Isib not generally accepted 
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that the knowledgeof things Jewish is limited tosmallerand smaller circles? 
The only chance of improvement istoteach Judaism. Is it not significant 
that Zunz’s masterpiece is entitled “ Gottesdienstliche Vortraege,” that 
is, lectures connected with, or in support of, divine service? When in 
olden days the Bible was translated to the congregation as the Neader 
intoned the text, that was teaching. When the Rabbis addressed their 
audiences, their object was to teach Judaism. That should be our object 
to-day. We need to have an instructed laity. We need to be acquainted 
with our history and traditions. I am convinced that if only a greater 
knowledge of Judaism were more widely spread, many more people would 
lead the Jewish life. Only the other day | lard a story of one of the 
younger members of my congregation. He and a friend were at the sea- 
side, and the hero of the story was about to partake of oysters. The 
friend hastily dissuaded him. Whereupon the hero replied with perfect 
seriousness: ‘ Why should I not eat oysters” Itis not Yom Kippur to-day.’ 
Brilliant sermons and polished elocution will do little to bring amendment 
in such cases. *‘ My dear Brethren’ should receive instruction. Why, the 
very term ‘my dear Brethren ’ comes from the Church. 

“It is men like you,” he continned with passion in his voice, “who 
can help us helpless ministers. (A Daniel come to jadgment, so I thought, 
yea, a Daniel. O wise young judge, how | do honour thee!). We are 
just pulpiteers, mimes. Think what it must mean toa man of average 
intelligence to have, by hook or by crook, to say something new every time 
the festivals come round, or every time the same Sidrahis read. Most 
men must say something, and most sermons are merely something said. 
Besides, after many years congregations are apt to weary of the same 
voice, the same mannerisms, the same shallow ideas. Whydo not you in 
London arrange for a scheme of exchange of pulpits, as they do in Berlin? 
In Berlin Rabbis are not attached to any particular synagogue; they 
arrange among themselves where each one of them is to officiate on the 
forthcoming Sabbath. Certainly distances are greater in London than in 
Berlin. But why should it be impossible to arrange for regular exchange 
of pulpits in one and the same district’ There should be exchange of 
pulpits in the north-west, in the north and in the city. Why should not a 
beginning be made? We want to stir interest; we need to increase 
Synagogue attendances. If we must have sermons, why not arrange for 
their maximum effect? But personally I should like to see them done 
away with. (O wise young jadge, how I do honour thec! I repeated to 
myself involuntarily). Even church pulpiteering has little case for it. 
There was a time when the address from the pulpit was the only channel 
of public instruction. To-day the press has supplanted the pulpit; to-day 
the press is the great public instructor. The common herd obtain their 
opinions on most things in life (including even religion) from their daily 
newspapers ; more cultivated peopie read the weeklies, the monthlies and 
the quarterlies. That is why sermons are utterly useless. True, some 
great personality may attract and impress. But great personalities are 
rare. For the most part we are merely pulpiteers. Apart from the fact 
that I consider sermons a movement away from the direct line of the 
best Jewish tradition, a reforming innovation, they are to-day out of date. 
To insist on sermons is as though to-day men were to insist on using oil 
lamps in their houses. But for instruction there is always room. For 
spreading abroad a knowledge of Judaism and of the history of the Jews — 
of that we cannot havetoo much. Help us, lappeal to you. You can do 
much, and I candoso little. . .. .” 

I daresay he would have gone on, but just then my host joined them 
and led them into another room. There was nothing for me to do, there- 
fore, but to turn my attention to the books. I took down Goethe's 
“Faust” and searched for and found the passage to which the 
impassioned young preacher had directed the attention of the communal 
leader:

I read the passage again-—right to the end of the scene. What 
insight Goethe possessed!

Srr,—In last week's issue of your valuable journal, “ Benammi” 
wrote that ‘ Mentor,” in your week’s issue had suggested that it is need- 
ful to define Jewish belief in regard to the Hereafter.

Iam 
a believer in God and in what He has revealed of Himself and His 
purpose in the creation of the earth and man, to and through His ancient 
people. The Bible is the record of what He revealed, and the Jewish 
people claim to be, or are called“ the people of the Book.”

Psalm xvi. 10, For thou wilt not leave my soul in hell neither 
wilt thou suffer thine Holy One to see corruption. 


Thou wilt show me the path of life; in thy presence is fulness of joy; at 
thy right haad there are pleasures for evermore.” . 

Psalm xxi. 1,4.—" The King shall! joy in thy strength, O Lord; and in thy 
salvation how greatly shall he rejoice! He asked life of thee, and thou gavest

3.—" He will swallow up death in: victory; and the Lord God 
will wipe away tears from off all faces; and the rebuke of his people shall he

They knew that I am a follower of Jesus of Nazareth one 
of their race; and yet am I to believe that these men and women had 
little or no knowledge of what the Holy One of Israel had revealed to their 
fathers through His prophets regarding the Hereafter? 

Surely some of your Rabbis or other learned men who have stadied 
the Bible can tell us more than “ Benammi” has done, or am I to tell my 
Christian friends that the Jewish people know nothing about what is

JEwisH COOKERY, 


Recipes by Request. 


Butter Cakes. 


Flour, 12 ozs. Castor sugar, & ozs. 
Butter, § ozs. 


PuT the ingredients in a howl. Rub the butter in thoroughly, and 
knead with the hand until it is a smooth pliable dough. Roll out on a 
floured board about a quarter of an inch thick. Cut into ronnds witha 
cutter, and bake in a fairly quick oven till a golden brown. 

If preferred, the yolk of an egg and a teaspoonful (sma))) of ground 


cinnamon can be added to the above ingredients, and they are made and 
baked in the same way. 


Stuffed Monkeys.” 


Flour, ® ozs. One egg. 
Butter, 6 ozs. Ground cinnamon, 4 teaspoonful. 
Light brown sugar. 6 ozs. Pinch of salt. 


MIX these ingredients together, and with the hand knead into a soft 
pliable - dough. | 

Then make the filling. Mix four ounces of finely chopped citron peel 
with the same quantity of ground almonds. Add the yolk of an egg, 
one-and-a-half ounces of butter and a few drops of essence of vanilla. 

Roll out the dough. Cut into rounds with a cutter the size of a 
tumbler, put a little of the filling mixture on half the rounds, and cover 
with the other half. Press the edges together, brush over with beaten 
egg, and bake in a moderately quick oven for about twenty minutes. 


SOME VEGETARIAN DISHES. 


Stewed Carrots. 
Young carrots, 1 ib. Chopped parsley. 
Kutter, 1 oz. Sait, pepper, sugar. 


Yolk of an ege. 

SCRAPE the carrots and cut into slices. Put in a saucepan with the 
butter and only just enough water to cover. Add salt and pepper and a 
pinch of sugar, and simmer till tender; then add the yolk of an egg. 
Do not boil again.. Sprinkle with chopped parsley and serve very hot. 


Grape Fruit Salad. 

MIX together some prepared and cut-up grape fruit, tinned piueapple 
and orange, and put in the middle of a bowl. Sprinkle with shredded 
celery and chopped walnuts. Put a border of lettuce around and dress 
with mayonnaise sauce. 


French Beans a la Breton. 


French beans, i} |ba. Chopped parsiey, 1 teaspoonful. 
One medium-sized onion, Salt, 7 
Butter, 14 ozs and water, pint. 


Flour, 1 piled tablespoonful. 

Cur the tops and stalks off the beans. Cut into shreds lengthwise, 
and cook in boiling salted water for twenty minutes. Drain well. 

Cut the onion into dice, and fry in the butter until golden brown; 
then add the flour, and gradually stir in the milk and water. Stir till 
boiling. Season to taste, add the beans, and simmer for ten minutes, 
Turn into a hot dish and sprinkle with chopped parsley, 


A Quickly Made Milk Soup. 
Milk, 2 pints. Grated cheese, 3 ozs. 
Butter, 2 0zs. Salt aud pepper. 
Fiour, 2 0zs. 

RuB the butter into the flour, then put in a saucepan, and stir till 
melted. Add the milk gradually, stir till boiling, and cook gently for ten 
minutes. Sprinkle in the cheese; stir till it melts, but do not bring to 
the boil again. Season with salt and pepper, and serve very hot.

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The Rights of Man.

"Now these are the judgments, which thou shalt set before 
them.’ —Evodus axt., 1. 

The opening heavens and the trembling earth have borne witness to 
the glory of God, and to the sacredness of the revelation on Sinai. The 
people protest that they can bear no more. “If we hear again the voice 
of the Lord our God, then we shall die.” And God approves of their 
request, that Moses shall be the agent of any further manifestation of the 
Divine glory. “Go, say to them: return unto your tents.” Moses is 
bidden to remain on Sinai, that he may receive the fulness of that revela- 
tien that the trembling people fear to hear. ‘And by one of those apyarent 
paradoxes which Holy Writ so often presents to us, Moses is forthwith 
given a set of regulations, setting forth the rights of man. The glory of 
God concerns itself with the laws of slavery, the duties of children to 
parents, the sacredness of human life, the administration of justice, the 
rights of the poor, the fatherless and the widow. These are all things 
that promote the friendly intercourse of man with man, that make for 
the upbuilding and betterment of human society. “The very God, Who 
dwells so high, condescends to notice the earthly concerns of men.” 
These are the “judgments” given to Moses on the Mount. Beyond the 
fire and the smoke that hide God from us, there is something in revela- 
tion that brings Him very near. Though clouds and darkness are round 
about Him, righteousness and judgment are the foundation of His 
throne.” Or, to put the matter in another form: Theology is not 
enough—Religion must include the relations of man to man. Already 
the ten words themselves had proclaimed this truth. They had 
enunciated the great principles that alone make possible the association 
of men together—-the sacredness and purity of human life, the honesty 
and truth that must underlie the dealings of men with one another. The 
“judgments” go further. They translate great principles into practical 
politics. Itdoes not suffice to proclaim the hingdom of God. It is the 
fulness and fitness of the laws of that Kingdom that claim and bind our 
allegiance. People who stand in awe before the great heights of 
religious philosophy may well find courage when a Moses can descend 
from the Mount and speak of their duty to their fellow-men in homely 
and practical terms. Nor does the Divine condescension lower our 
conception of the Divine majesty. “God's glory is most revealed in 
His moral excellence. Man's response consists in the exhibition of the 
same purity and rectitude. Moreimanifold than in the storm, the glory 
of God is made visible in the life of man” (Il. Abrahams). 

What does Divine revelation mean to us? What does our 


- appreciation of it imply ? How can it best be translated into terms 


that are both understandable and workable? We may resent some 
of the forms in which religion comes to us. But some of its 
implications may not be ignored with impunity. Our lives are subject to 
many contradictions. The ground*we tread has differing directions. Yet 
there are few of whom it may be said that the ideas of right and wrong con. 
vey no meaning totheir minds. And tothe ideas of right and wrong there 
must perforce be added the thought, “I ought” or “I oughtnot.” Wecan- 
not speak of right and wrong with a mere indifference as one might differen. 
tiate between black and white. By the distinction we have made we feel 
attracted towards the one, repelled from the other. However we may 
differ from one another as to what we think right we tacitly admit that it 
is there that the path of duty should lead us. And it is this path that 
forms the golden ladder between earth and Heaven. The angels that 
pass to and fro before our eyes are none other than our fellow-men. It 
is our attitude to them that best retlectS our worship of, our reverence for, 
the Source of goodness and of truth. “Twothings,” said a great thinker, 
“fill the mind with ever new and increasing admiration and awe—the 
starry heavens above and the moral law within.” For just as we live in 
the midst of a a universe whose immensity and order and beauty are 
constantly being revealed, so the pathway of our lives lies amid the 
intricacies of a Divine system, which has also been revealed to us. In 
this system we are acting and reacting together as the agents of the 
Divine will. And it is our action towards one another that chiefly 
tells how far the revelation has reached our hearts, and whether the 
“judgments " God sets before us have influenced our dealings with our 
fellow-men. It was revealed long ago to Israel that in their own 
humanity might be found the true reflection of the Divine attributes. 
The thiags that appear to be trivial lose their apparent meanness when, 
in their order and season, they answer to their place in the Divine 
scheme of things. By our proclamation of the rights of man we are 
proclaiming the Kingdom of God on earth. Whenever’ we deny them, we 
are excluding the forces that make for righteousness, and hindering and 
obstructing the exercise of the Divine sovereignty, proclaimed on Sinai. 
There is, in addition, an immense power added to social endeayour, when 
behind it stand theauthority and sanction, the self-sacrifice and enthusiasm 
that religion alonecanconvey. Prudential virtues attain no real greatness. 
They are powerless in the great emergencies of life. Self-regarding 
motives are unable to initiate the highest acts of duty. These will 
remain unperformed, unless some great moral passion imparts the 
requisite energy. How shall the despised, the outcast, the slave find 
friends to notice them? Who shall protect the stranger, the fatherless 
and the widow? How shall we establish the fact, that it is these that 
offer the opportunity for the highest acts of duty? “And these are the 
judgments.”. Why this connecting “and”? asks the commentator. To 
teach, that just as the Ten Commandments that precede have the 
authority of the revelation on Sinai, so these judgments that follow are 
equally sacred, equally binding, equally the reflection of the Divine glory 


and the Divine will, 


NOTES ON THE SEDRA. 


Sabbath O°ODWD, Exodus xxi., 1—xxiv., 14. 


In December, 1901, there were discovered at Susa three picces of 
black diorite engraven with columns of writing. When the inscription 
was deciphered, it was found to be the code of laws of the Babylonian 
king, Hammurabi. He is generally identifled with the Amraphel of 
Genesis xiv., lL. the contemporary of Abraham, and lived about 2100 B.C.E, 

A code of this nature obviously suggests comparison with the laws of 
the Pentateuch, and many parallels occur with the ordinances contained 
in the Sedra. It may be of interest to indicate those which are most 
striking either in resemblance or difference. 

With the opening paragraph, dealing with slavery, paragraph 117 of 
the Hammurabi Code is to be compared: “If a man contracted a debt 
and has given his wife, his son or his daughter for silver or for labour, 
three years they shall serve in the house of their parchaser or bond.- 
master : in the fourth year they shall regain their original condition.” 
Although Deuteronomy xv., 12, mentions the case of “a Hebrew woman” 
being sold as a slave, there is no reference in the Scriptures to a man 
giving his wife into bondage. Such a transaction would have been utterly 
repugnant to the Hebrews. 

According to Exodus xxi., 16, to steal a person for the purpose of 
selling him was punishable with death. The same law is found in the 
Babylonian Code, with the difference that it is restricted to the stealing 
of a “freeman’s son.” A similar distinction is made in Roman Law, but 
not in the Hebrew legisiation. 

One who struck his father or mother was put to death (xxi., 15); but 
the law is less stringent in the other Code (paragraph 195): “If a man 
has struck his father, his hands shall be cutoff.” Apparently the penalty 
did not apply if it was the mother who was struck. 

The ler talloris of xxi, 23ff., which tradition interpreted in a more 
humane spirit, is found in the Code, paragraphs 196-8; but a distinction 
is drawn between the “freeman” and the “commoner.” In the case of 
the former, whatever harm had been done to him was to be inflicted on 
the person who was responsible for the injury. With a commoner, on the 
other hand, monetary compensation was paid. He naturally was also 
obliged to compensate an owner for an injury done to his slave; but there 
is nothing in the Code penalising the owner who harmed his own slave. 
The magnanimous law of Exodus xxi., 26f., has no parallel. 

The regulations concerning the goring ox, Exodus xxi., 28ff., resemble 
sections 250-2 of the Code in drawing a distinction between the animal 
which gored for the first tinte or one that was addicted to it. There is 
one notable difference: according to Hebrew law, in the latter case, “the 
owner shall be put to death,” or a ransom may be imposed upon him. Ia 
Babylonian law he was only fined, and the alternative of the death penalty 
did not arise. 


In xxii., 7, it is enacted that if a man receive a deposit which is. 


afterwards stolen from him, without the thief being discovered, “he shall 
come near to God to see whether he have not put his hand unto his 
neighbour's goods.” The expression “unto God” is explained by the 
Kabbis in the sense of a tribunal of judges. Itis, however, noteworthy 
that the phrase occurs in its literal sense in a somewhat analogous case 
mentioned in the Code; “If a man has not lost everything. but says 
everything of his is lost, exaggerating what is lacking, then, as he has not 
lost everything, his lack he shall bring before God” (paragraph 126). This 
doubtless means that he was compelled to take an oath on the matter in 
the temple before the image of the deity he worshipped. 


In xxiii., If, the warning is given against false testimony, and 
Deut. xix., 19, states the penalty, viz., the perjurer receives the punish. 
ment which would have been meted out to the accused if he had been 
found guilty. The Babylonian law is identical with the Hebrew: “If the 
suit be a capital one, that man shall be slain. If he has given evidence 
concerning corn or silver; then, whatever the penalty of that lawsuit, he 
shall suffer it” (paragraphs 3f). 
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Maxa Nordau on Roumania. 


“ Corruption, Persecution and Terror.” 


Miss Maxa Nordau, who was recently refused permission to 
lecture in Roumania, has published some of her impressions of the 
country, in the course of which she says: “ Roumania is a very beautiful 
country and the Roumanian people are very friendly, but those who live 
under their rule are very unfortunate. There is an arbitrary rule with 
corruption and persecution, an atmosphere of pogroms and the terror of 
the secret police,, They show a great deal of liking for you, but it does 
not prevent them from following you and spying upon you, and when you 
engage a room in an hotel, you may be sure that the two adjoining rooms 
are occupied by spies who will take down any thoughtless remarks which 
you might make. 

“I went to Roumania' to deliver lectures—very innocent lectures, 
entirely unconnected with politics, treacherous ground on which I do not 
venture, Kut it appears that I suffer from a fault which rendered me 
suspect. For lam Jewish; and naturally, in a country where Jews and 
Christians have little in common, this fact was very much in evidence in 
the minds of the public which came to listen to me. 

“I - was invited to speak in the town of Bacan on my father’s work. 1 
arrived there to find the station guarded by military. I was put into a 
car and escorted by police officers. The house of my friend, to which I 
was taken, was watched by soldiers. And at the last moment the lecture 
was prohibited because thirty students declared that if it was delivered 
they would start a pogrom. Apparently, the Government andthe police 
authorities are not strong enough to suppress thirty obstreperous students. 
When I left the town a detective got into my compartment, ill-disguised 
as an old peasant; and during the course of the morning he changed into 
a smartly dressed young man, who walked briskly up and down the 
corridor. 

Two days later I received a whole sheaf of excuses from the Minister 
of the Interior, Mr. Duca. He even went so far as to promise me 
pecuniary compensation—for in Roumania a promise of money heals 
everything—but when I asked for the only reparation possible, the holding 
ofthe meeting which had been arbitrarily prohibited, the Minister did 
not think it opportune.” 


Bucharest University and Rioters. 


After three hours’ stormy debate on the question of the suitability of 
the punishment of the students found guilty of rioting and the severity 
of various sentences of expulsion from the Universities, the Senate of 
the Bucharest University has decided to leave the matter to the Govern. 
ment with a recommendation for relaxation of the sentences. Some 
professors objected to any modification of the sentences, but they were 
ina minority. The Government is known to favour a reduction of the 
sentences, 

The Court at Cluj has sentenced a student, the editor of the local 
students’ organ, the printer of the newspaper and the assistant editor, 
who were found in possession of a Scroll of the Law stolen from the syna.- 
gogue at Oradea Mare during the riot, to four months’, a fortnight’s, two 
months’, and fifteen days’ imprisonment respectively. 

The Court of Appeal has decided to reduce the sentences of the rioters 
found guilty of devastating the synagogue at Jassy to periods of a fort: 
night ora week. 


Jews of Greater Roumania.

Union to be Established. 


[From our Correspondent. | 


BUCHAREST. 

A Conference of the Jewish Communities of Greater Roumania has 
been held in Bucharest. Senator Bercovici, a Peesident of the Bucharest 
Jewish Community, presided. Deputy Dr. Filderman, the President of 
the Union of Roumanian Jews, also addressed the Conference. 

The leading Jews of Czernowitz, headed by Dr. M. Ebner, urged the 
establishment of a Union of Jews of Greater Roumania (the present Union 
only embraces the Jews of Old KRoumania). This was decided upon, and 
it was also resolved to open a Jewish Theological Seminary with the aid of 
part of the Government grant of 10,000,000 leis for Jewish culture, 


Warsaw Anti-Shechita Agitation. 


Correspondence with the Chief Rabbi. 


The anti-Shechita agitation in Warsaw is being conducted with great 
bitterness and utter disregard of the truth. Thus, the rumour has been 
spread in the anti-Semitic Press that the Weinberg machine is a machine 
to replace Shechita; that Dr. Hertz had declared that the use of the 
pistol before Shechita is quite permissible; and that, furthermore, 
Shechita is altogether prohibited in England, 

In reply to a request from Professor Dr. Schorr, the Rabbi of the 
Great Synagogue, Warsaw, for an official statement, the Chief Rabbi of 
the British Empire wrote : 

“The Weinberg machine, which is still in an experimental stage 
and cannot yet be taken into consideration for practical purposes, 
deals only with laying down the animal in position for the ritual 
act of slaughter. The use of-any machine, or process, that might 
interfere with, or replace, the act of slaughter itself would, of course, 
religiously invalidate the act, and thus render the meat unfit for 
Jewish consumption. 

The rumour that either I, as Chief Rabbi, or my Ecclesiastical 
Court (the London Beth Din), has sanctioned—or ever could sanction — 
the use of the pistol or any stunning instrument prior to the act of 
ritual slaughter itself, is both untrue and absurd. The alleged 
necessity for such shooting or stunning, prior to the ritual! slaughter, 
is based on the absolutely unwarranted assumption that Shechita is 
inhumane. This has been denied by, literally, hundreds of the 
world’s greatest experts in physiology and veterinary science. I 


enclose a recent opinion to that effect by a leading British physio 
logist, Sir William Bayliss, as well as a summary of the opinions of 
147 Continental experts on this question. 

Men of good will, of whatever creed or race, will realise that 
municipal or State regulations which would prohibit or interfere with 
the hallowed and immemorial observance of Siechi'a, would inflict 
cruel hardship upon the Jewish population, and would in effect 
constitute a grievous re/iqgious persecution.” 

A few days later, in response to a further request from the President 
of the Warsaw Jewish community, the Chief Rabbi wrote : 

“ | categorically deny that Shechita is prohibitedin England. No 
(lifticulties of any sort are placed either by the State or by the various 
municipalities in the way of the due observance of Shechifta, and any 
allegation to the contrary, is an insult to free England and a libel on 
the English people.” 


United States Immigration. 
Senator Copeland's Resolution. 

The United States Senate has adopted a resolution providing 
preference in the immigration law to the wives and minor children of 
declarants for United States citizenship in the period between July 1921, 
and July 1927. 

The resolution was introduced by Senator Copeland, and isa modifica. 
tion of his original Bill which sought to give preference also to the alien 
husbands of women who are United States citizens. 

The resolution will now have to come up before the House of 
Representatives. 


American Educational Work. 


Orthodox Congregations Campaign. 


At a meeting of the Executive Committee of the Union of Orthodox 
Jewish Congregations of America, Dr. Moses Seidel, Chairman of the 
National Board of Jewish Education, submitted a report on .the present 
educational position in America. 

The Union decided to take steps to organise Orthodox Jewry through 
out the country for the purposes of Jewish education, 

In addition to carrying on intensive propaganda for fostering Jewish 
religious education, it is proposed to issue uniform curricula for the 
various types of. Jewish schools, publish text-books in Hebrew and 
English, and establish a teachers’ registry. It was further decided to 
extend the work of organising and subsidising Jewish religious schools in 
smal! towns and rural communities. 

Dr. David de Sola Pool, Rabbi of the Spanish and Portuguese Syna- 
gogue, is chairman of a committee formed to carry on educational 
activities among Jewish boys and girls in the high schools.

Religious Test Case in America. 
No Jurisdiction by Civil Court. 


The Court of Common Pleas in Cleveland has refused to adjudicate in 
the case brought by a committee of orthodox members of the Clevelan:t 
Jewish Centre against the Centre, on the plea that it had deviated from 
orthodox ritual. Chief Justice Powell ruled that the Civil Court has ng 
jurisdiction in purely religious matters. 

The case bas been followed with wide attention in Jewish circles 
throughout the country. [Tt was considered to be a test case, bringing ta 
a head the friction in many congregations between the Orthodox and ths 
Conservative elements in the congregations. The Orthodox Committee 
brought the suit against Rabbi Goldman, the Kabbi of the Centre, and the 
Roariof Directors of the Centro for deviating from the constitution of the 
congregation. 


Hungarian Mainetas Clausus. 


Are Jews a Race or Creed ? 
[From our Correspondent.) BUDAPEST. 


The Debate on the Hungarian Government Bill for the modification 
of the Numerus Clausus Law opened quite unexpectedly last week in 
Budapest. Atthough Deputy Paul Sandor, one of the Jewish Deputies, 
engaged beforehand in a lengthy conversation ‘with Count Klebelsberg, 
the Minister for Education, with a view to negotiating a satisfactory last 
minute agreement, no settlement could be arrived at between them. 

Count Kiebelsberg, in replying to the debate, said that- the Govern- 
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ment bill for the modification of the Numerus Clausus restored the Consti- 
tution, since under the new Bill the Jews were regarded only as a 
religious community. The Government, he said, had no anti-Semitic 
tendencies, and the present Bill for reforming the Numerus Clausus aimed 
only at removing the stigma which had till now rested upon the Jews. 
On the question of whether the Jews were a race or a creed, the Govern- 
ment Bill decided definitely that they were a religious community, not a 
separate nationality. 

The Hungarian Government has secured the solid Yote of the Govern- 
ment Party in favour of its Numcrus Clausus Reform Bill, by making the 
Bill a vote of confidence issue, and there is now little doubt about the 
passage of the Bill into law, in spite of the avowed hostility with which 
it is viewed by the large majority of the Government Party. 

The anti-Semitic students at Budapest and Szegectin have proclaimed 
a strike against the Billdemonstrating against the Jews, and preventing 
Jewish students and non-strikors from entering the colleges. Jewish 
and Christian stpdenats have been beaten and forcibly ejected from the 
lecture-halls. 

The students’ organisations have decided to boycott the universities 
during the progress of the Numerus Clausus debate, and are not attending 
the lectures. At the Tecnical High School there have also been anti- 
Jewish demonstrations. 


Mr. George J udah Cohen. 


Australian Financiers Diamond Wedding. 


Mr. George Judah Cohen, who is one of the most interesting figures in 
the financial world of New South Wales, celebrates his Diamond Wedding 
on Sunday. He was married in 1868 to Re Levy, at Cahors, Sydney. 
Miss Levy was the daughter of the late Hon. L. W. Levy. 

Mr. Cohen, who is the doyen of financial magnates in New South 
Wales, and is known as “ Sydney's Grand Old Man of Finance,” was born 
in Australia cighty-six years ago. His father, Samuel Cohen, went there 
from England where his family could trace its line back to the days of 
Cromwell. His mother was a Miss Nathan, a member of a well-known 
English family, some of whom were among Australia’s pioneers. 

In 1857, young Cohen came to England where he studied at the 
University College until 1861. Soon afterwards his father died, and he 
returned to Australia to assume charge of the big business at Maitland, 
which was one of a trio his father had established and placed on a 
prosperous footing. Much of his work here entailed the supervision and 
loading of the drays that carried the goods into the interior, and the 
undertaking of manv long and tedious journeys in connection with the 
business. In 1579, the last of the three big stores was closed and the 
family went toSydney. Here Mr. Cohen rapidly established himself as 
an acute financial expert, and under his chairmanship, the Commercial 
Banking Company of Sydney became one of the most flourishing enter- 
prises in Australia. Among other big companies of which Mr. Cohen is

chairman are the Australian Gaslight Company, Tooth and Company 
and the Sydney Exchange Company. 

Mr Cohen has always been closely identified with the interests and 
activities of the Sydney Community, of which he was one of the earliest 
members. He was for a considerable time President of the Great Syna- 
gozue of Sydney. Mr. Cohen is the nephew of Mr. David Lewis, of 
Liverpool. When Mr. Lewis died he bequeathed his fortune to his two 
nephews, and the money has since been devoted to charitable purposes 


in the North of England. 


First Alphabet in the World. 
— --<>- —- 
German Professor's Claim. 


Professor Hubert Grimme, of the University of Munster, has repeated 
his claim (which he madein 1924) to have deciphered the writing hitherto 
unread on a number of tablets discovered thirty years ago by Professor 
Sir William Flinders Petrie on the Platean of Serabit el Chadem in Sinai 
Peninsula. . He says that the writing is Semitic, aud is connected with 
the law-giver-Moses and the Exodus period. 

Speaking at a meeting in Berlin attended by Dr. Becker, the 
Minister for Education, and several prominent Egyptologists, Professor 
Grimme maintained that on the basis of constantly recurring letters, his 
readings of a number of Hebrew names on the tablets, like Joseph, 
Jochanan and Moses were correct. “I hold the Sinai language,” he 
said, “as definitely settled. It is an alphabet of twenty-two consonant 
letters which also have five double forms. The Sinai alphabet i« the 
first alphabet of the world. It goes back to atleast 1500 B.c., and came 
into existence in the Temple of Hathor on Mount Sinai. The language 
of the Sinai tablets is a Semitic dialect which shows the nearest relation 
tothe Hebrew of the Bible.” 


Ghetto in Modern Morocco. 


Survival of Medievalism. 


The Jewish Community of Mequinez, in Morocco, is to have a new 
Ghetto. A wealthy Jew has purchased a new site for the Ghetto, which 
will be surrounded by a high wall and have its narrow gate closed at 
night and on Moslem holy days. 

The Ghetto is said to be still necessary for the protection of the 
Jews who are not allowed to leave iton Moslem holydays without special 
permits. 


Foreign and Dominions News Items. 


Mr. JULIUS ROSENWALD has been selected to receive the Harmon 
Foundation Award for Distinctive Work in Race Kelations, for his out- 
standing contribution towards improving relations between white and 
negro people in America. A special gold medal award will be conferred 
upon Mr. Rosenwald for his gifts toward negro Y.M.C.A. buildings and 
his provisions for improving Southern rural schools for coloured children. 


THE Hague Jewish community has been presented with a gift of 
100,000 guiden for the establishment of a Home for Aged Jews and 
Jewesses in the Residency. The provision of a synagogue is included in 
the plans. 


THE Russian Monarchist students at the Harbin Polytechnic, have 
initiated a campaign against the Jewish students. Insults offered to Jews 
and anti-Semitic exploits at the Polytechnic are of almost daily occurrence. 

CRACOW, the capital of Western Galicia, has been the scene of serious 
anti-Semitic students’ riots. Many Jewish and Polish students were 
seriously wounded during the rioting. 


THE Yiddish Chair at the Ukrainian Acadeiny in Kieff, has under- 
taken to issue a Yiddish-Russian dictionary and a Yiddish-Ukrainian 
dictionary. It has also formed Commissions for research in Jewish 
pe of the Ukraine, Jewish Education, Yiddish Philology and Yiddish 

iterature.

Emigrants to South Africa.

Sin, —Quite a number of Jewish immigrants have of late been pro- 
hibited from landing on arrival in Capetown because of their inability to 
pass the education test in Yiddish, in accordance with the requirements 
of the Immigrants Rogulation Act, which stipulates that immigrants to 
the Union must be able to read and write a European jJauguage, and 
includes Yiddish in that category.

Bolshevik Activity in Palestine. 


QUESTIONS IN PARLIAMENT. 


In the House of Commons on Monday, Mr. AMERY, Secretary of ‘ate 
for the Colonies, replying to Col. WrpGawoop (Lab., Newcastle-under. 
Lyme), who asked whether there was evidence of Bolshevik activity in 
Palestine directed against this country among either Moslems or Jews, 
said he was aware that there was a smal! Communist Party in Palestine 
containing both Arab and Jewish members, which was carrying on a 
certain amount of propaganda against the British Mandate. Its activities 
were also directed against the Zionist Movement. He believed the 
ipflueace of the Party to be small. It only obtaimed six per cent. of the 
votes cast at the most recent elections to the Council of the General 
Federation of Jewish Labour. The High Commissioner was fully alive 
to. the position, and he was satisfied that matters might safely be left 
in his hands. 


DEAD SEA CONCESSION. 


Capt. CAZALET (C., Chippenham) asked whether any further negotia. 
tions bad taken place between the Colonial Office and Mr. Novomeysky 
in regard to the Dead Sea potash concessions, and if so, what had been 
the result. 

Mr. AMERY: The Crown Agents for the Colonies, acting on behalf of 
the Palestine and Trans-Jordan Governments, have continued their 
negotiations with Major Tulloch and Mr. Novomeysky. The results of 
the negotiations to date are now under examination by the two 
Governments concerned. 


THE HAIFA QUARANTINE STATION. 


Lieut-Commander KENWORTHY (Lab., Hull, C.), asked whether now 
that the Palestine Loan had been subscribed, steps had been taken to 
modernise the quarantine station at Haifa and to establish it in a healthy 
situation. 

Mr. AMERY: An expenditure of £2,200 (Egyptian) bas been incurred 
on the improvement of housing conditions atthe Haifa quarantine station. 
As regards the healthiness of the site | would refer the hon. gentleman to 
my reply of March 28th, 1927. 

Commander KENWORTHY: Does this mean that this extra expenditure 
has been made on a site next door to a malarial swamp? 

Mr. AMERY: I think it is on the present site, but the site is not quite 
so malarious as he suggests. 

Commander KENWORTHY: Is the right hon. gentleman aware that L 
myself was able to throw a stone from this station into the swamp. Is it 
not time that it was moved to a_healthy place. Is he aware that the 
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Minister for Agriculture would not allow pedigree herds to be put there 
and that a new station had to be made in the hills for them. 

Mr. AMERY: I have no accurate kaowledge of the stone-throwing 
capacity of the hon. gentleman. (Laughter). 

Commander KENWORTHY : Will you see to this matter? 

There was no reply. 


THE WERKO TAX. 


Col. WEDU Woop (Lab., Newcastle-under-Lyme) asked the Secretary 
of State for the Colonies if he would inquire as to the exact nature of the 
system of raising revenue now adopted in Palestine iu lieu of Werko. 

Mr. AMERY: So far as I @m aware the tax is still in operation in 
Palestine. 

Col. WEDGWOOoD: Will the right hon. gentleman make inquiries, as 
notices have appeared in the papers that /vrko has been abolished so far 
as the towns are concerned. 

Mr. AMERY: It is un ler consideration, but I am not aware that it has 
yet actually been abolished.

Sir Alfred Mond has accepted the invitation of the Board of Directors 
in Jerusalem to inaugurate the planting of the Forest, and Lord Plumer 
will attend the ceremony and will plant the first tree. 

The location of the Balfour Porest has been fixed at Ginegar in the 
Valley of Jezree!. It will occupy a commanding position along the road 
from Haifa to Nazareth, and, when completed, will be visible from all 
parts of the EKmek. It will directly overlook the Colony of Balfouria, 
which has already becn named in honour of the author of the Balfour 
Declaration.

ALLOCATION OF PALESTINE GIFT. 


Mr. Nathan Straus, the famous philanthropist who cabled a sum of 
100,000 dollars to Miss Henrietta Szold, member of the Palestine Zionist 
Executive, as a cift to Palestire on the occasion of his eightieth birthday 
on January 3ist, has now cabled from New York, explaining that he 
wishes the gift to be divided into two sums of 50,000 dollars each, of 
which one sum of 50,000 dollars will go for the work of the two Straus 
Health Centres in Jerusalem and Tel-Aviv, and the other 50,000 dollars 
will go to create work in the Jewish colonies to relieve unemployment in 
Palestine. 

In many Jewish quarters in Palestine it has been urged that part of 


the 100,000 dollar gift should be used for the purpose of alleviating. 


unemployment in the country. It was estimated that £50,000 would 
enable the Palestine Zionist Executive to provide work for all unemployed 
for a period of many months. 

Mr. Straus, in making his gift, had intended it to be used along the 
lines of his health and relief institutions in Palestine, and to be supervised 
and administered by Miss Henrietta Szold, who, he stated, ‘knows the 
true needs of Palestine, and is pre-eminently qualified to judge how the 
money can best be utilised.” 

“ The ideal of a reconstructed Jewish Homeland has been one of my 
chief thoughts and concerns for many years,” Mr. Straus further said in 
his message. ‘1 could therefore find no better means of expressing my 
gratitude to God who has preserved me for eighty years than by making 
this gift to Palestine. To-day I have received congratulatory messages 
on my birthday from people throughout the world. They have expressed 
their good wishes and the high regard which they have for my work. If 
the true friends of Zion would show their affection for me, and if they 
want to afford me genuine joy on my eightieth birthday, they will intensify 
their aid in the cause of the rebuilding of Palestine.” 


Dr. Weizmann has received the following cablegram from Mr. Nathan 
Straus, in response to the message of congratulation which he addressed 
to him on the occasion of his eightieth birthday : 

Heartiest thanks for your good wishes on my eightieth birthday. Coming 
from you, they are particularly appreciated, since sacred ties of service unite 
usin love of Fret: Yisrael. Under your wise, tolerant, and beneficent guidance 
the day has dawnel when we may look forward to @ rejuvenated Holy Land, 
teaching the lesson of human brotherhood and peace among all men. 


Compulsory Sabbath Closing in Tel-Aviv. 


— 
A CONVICTION QUASHED. 


The question of Sabbath Observance in the Jewish town of Tel-Aviv 
has been raised in an acute form by the decision of the Jaffa District 
Court annulling on appeal the recent conviction of a Tel-Aviv 
shopkeeper named Altschuler for having kept his shop open on Saturday. 
The Tel-Aviv magistrate had fined Altschuler £2 for the offence on the 
ground that he had violated an Ordinance of the Municipality, prohibiting 
the opening of.shops on the Sabbath, which has received the formal 
approval of the High Commissioner. . 

Altschuler’s Counsel contended before the Jaffa District Court that 
this Ordinance is in contravention to Article 15 of the Palestine Mandate, 
which provides that there shall be complete freedom of conscience and 
no discrimination of any kind on the grounds of race, religion or language. 
The Tel-Aviv Ordinance, he argued, does diseriminate as between the 
residents of the town, since it prohibits only Jews from engaging in trade 
on the Sabbath. 

The Jaffa District Court decided in favour of this argument, and 
accordingly annulled Altschuler’s conviction.

Land of Israel News in Brief. 


MORDECAI ZENTNER, Who was sentenced to one month's imprison. 
ment for attacking a railway official, has been deported. The Jewish 
Communal Council of Haifa has adopted a resolution demanding that the 
High Commissioner should refuse to confirm the sentence of deportation 
passed on the Jewish tailor Blum, and urging the High Commissioner to 
issue instructions that sentences of deportation should be passed only in 
exceptional cases. A delegation of the Vaad Leumi, consisting of Dr. 
David Yellin, Dr. J. Thon, and Mr. J. Benzvi, has appealed in aa 
interview with the Acting High Commissioner, Colonel Symes, against 
the sentence. Colone! Symos asked the delegation to give him particulars 
of the case and promised that he would give it his sympathetic con- 
sideration. 

PALESTINE has for the second time in a week been saved from @ 
plague of locusts. A huge swarm of locusts appeared at Htsma, in 
Transjordania, and again, a8 in the case of the swarm of locusts which 
appeared in Petra a few days before, a strong wind rose and carried the 
locustarmy away into the desert.

A DEMONSTRATION of several hundred workers belonging to the Left 
Parties was held in Jerusalem on Sunday, in protest against the alleged | 
flogging of political prisoners. According to the Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency, the Government has issued a statement tothe effect that there 
is no truth in the allegation that political prisoners are flogged. 


Zionists Honour the Chief Rabbi. 
EAST LONDON KEREN HAYESOD COUNCIL. 


A largely attended dinner, given in honour of the Chief Rabbi of the 
British Empire by the East London Keren Hayesod Council, was held at 
Bonn's Hotel, Great Prescott Street, on Saturday night. The function 
was presided over by the Chairman of the Keren: Hayesod Council for 
England, Mr. Simon MARKs. Letters of apology for inability to be present 
were received from Dr. Chaim Weizmann and from Mr. Philip Guedalla. 

Mr. NAHUM SoOKOLOW, who spoke in Yiddish. proposed the toast of 
“The Guest of Honour.” The toast was seconded by Mr. MorRIsS MYER, 

The CHikF Raps said that he had had very few dinners given 
in his honour, and these few had -been connected with big 
events in his life. It was about fifteen years ago since the repre- 
sentatives of New York Jewry had given a dinner in his honour 
because he was leaving America for England. (Laughter.) Hight 
years ago, at the Connaught. Rooms, London, a big dinner had been 
cviven in his honour by Anglo-Jewry because he was leaving England on a 
tour round the world. (Langhter.) ‘Therefore he was wondering why 
this banquet was given to him. The fact of the matter was that, 
they were beginning to have a suspicion that, after all, he was a 
friend of the Zionist Movement. (Applause.) Referring to Mr. Sololow's 
statement that he had met him at the Zionist Congress in London twenty- 
eight years ago, the Chief Rabbi said that he would remind Mr. Sokolow 


‘that as far back as 1589 he had started the Chovevi Zion Society among 


the students of the College of the City of New York, and he was 
rather proud of the fact that for thirty-nine years he had had 
the Zionist ideal before his eyes. He did not confine his work 
for Zionism to the platonic regions. Dr. Schmarya Levin and 
Mr; Sokolow might be aware of the fact that as far back as thirty 
years ago he was one of the founders cf the South African Zionist 
Federation—the most active among all the Zionist Federations—a Federa- 
tion that was responsible for the amazing work done on behalf of Palestine 
and on behalf of Jewish culture by a mere bandful of Jews (applause) and 
whose average contributions to the Zionist Cause was greater than even 
America’s. Also for thirteen years it had been giventohim to do propaganda 
work for Zionism in South Africa. When the anti-Zionist manifesto appeared 
in THE TIMES—(cries of ‘shame’)—he made up his mind that for Zion’s 
sake he would not keep silent. He therefore rang up Dr. Weizmann and 
told him that that manifesto must be answered. And since 1917, adde@ 
Dr. Hertz, he believed that he had remained true to those lines 


MZMN ND IVR wo. Dr. Hertz expressed his confidence that the 
present crisis in Palestine would pass. The foundations, he declared, 
were being laid. The Keren Hayesod was doing a great, glorious and 
lasting work, and he was sure that that gathering would sbow its 
eagerness to help not merely by lip service but by actual deeds in order 
to encourage Dr. Weizmann, Mr. Sokvlow and Dr. Levin in theirendeavours 
abroad. Personally he had no.doubt as to the ultimate success of the 
work which was being undertaken by agencies like the Keren Hayesod. 
The final fruition would not come until a far distant date, but the ultimate 
result was no longer a matter of argument or doubt. They had time, 
justice and truth working on their side, and they had God working with 
them. The success of that great and sacred undertaking was assured. 
It only behoved each one of them to do his duty. (Applause), 

Dayan Dr. ASHER FELDMAN, B.A., proposed the toast of “The East 
London Keren Hayesod Council and ‘ Zion’ Association,” coupling with it 
the names of Mr. Hooberman and Mr. I. Passoff. Mr. ISRAEL M. SIEER 
seconded the toast, and Mr. HOOBERMAN and Mr. PAssorr responded.’

United Synagogue Keren Hayesod Committee, 
SIR MEYER A. SPIELMAN AS PRESIDENT, 
[(COMMUNICATED. ] 


A meeting of representativés of constituent bodies of the United 
Synagogue was held at 77, Great Russell Street on Tuesday, with Mw 
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I. M. Sieff, Chairman of the Organisation and Propaganda Committee o 
the Keren Hayesod, in the Chair. 

Mr. SIEFF announced that of thirty-three synagogues approached, 
twenty had elected representatives to that evening's meeting. They 
had met in order to consult with one another as to the best 
means of bringing into effect the resolutions relating to the 
Keren Hayesod passed at a meeting of the Council of the United 
Synagogue, held on December 13th. It would be remembered that the 
most important of these resolutions was that a United Synagogue Keren 
Hayesod Committee be formed. He mentioned that already some of the 
constituent bodies of the United Synagogue were working for the Palestine 
Foundation lund. The Central Keren Hayeckod Committee in England 
would give the proposed committee all the help in its power. 

Sir MEYER A. SPIELMAN said that the formationof a United Synagogue 
Keren Hayesod Committee would be one of the most practical means of 
bringing home to English Jews the importance of Jewish work in Pales.- 
tine. For some time he had been trying to win the co-operation for Keren 
Hayesod work of his friends, whether Zionists or not, who supported the 
British Mandate in Palestine. If they made that support of the Mandate 
the basis of their appeal to the United Synagogue members, they would 
get a great deal of support in the Jewish Community. He suggested that 
each synagogue should form a Keren Hayesod Committee, that each such 
Committee should elect delegates to a central United Synagogue Keren 
Hayesod Committee. The smaller committee would hold social gatherings 
and meetings for the purpose of raising funds. 

The following resolutions, proposed by Mr. Michael Schiff (Stoke 
Newington Synagogue), and seconded by Mr. (. Orgel (Dalston Synagogue), 
were carricd : 


That a United Synagogue Central Keren Hayesod Committee be, and is 
hereby formed. 


That each synagogue should form a Keren Hayesod Committee for the 
purpose of carrymg on Avren Hayesod work in accordance with the resolutions 
passed by the Connecil of the United Synagogue on December 13th, 1927; and 
that each such Committee be represented by two delegates on the United 
Synagogue Aeren Llayesod Committee. 

On the motion of Mr. 5. Davidson (Hampstead Synagogue), seconded 
by Mr. S. Schwab (St. John’s Wood Synagogue), Sir Meyer A. Spielman 
was elected provisional President of the Committee, and Mr. 8S. Moses, 
M.A., Provisional Vice-President. The election of a Chairman and of 
other Honorary Officers was left to the next meeting of the Committee.

Anti-Zionist Rising in Bagdad. 
> 
DEMONSTRATION AGAINST SIR ALFRED MOND. 


Sir Alfred Mond, who arrived in Bagdad on Wednesday in last week, 
accompanied by Lady Mond and their daughter Viscountess Erleigh, 
narrowly escaped a hostile demonstration which was organised for the 
day of their arrival. A mob of several thousand Arabs assembled with 
banners inscribed “ Down with Zionism,” “Down with the Balfour 
Declaration.” ‘There were several clashes with the police, resulting in 
casualties, and about forty demonstrators were arrested. 

Cars were sent out to warn Sir Alfred and his party, and they were 
conveyed by a round-about route to the residence of the High Commis- 
sioner. They arrived in the city at dusk, and meanwhile the mob had 
been dispersed. 

All demonstrations and processions have now been prohibited in 
Bagdad. 

A special ordinance has been passed providing for the punishment by 
flogging of students under nineteen years of age, who take part in an 
illegal assembly or attempt to disturb the public peace. 


German Pro-Palestine Committee. 
ANNUAL MEETING. 


At the annual meeting of the German Pro-Palestine Committee, which 
was held recently in Berlin, it was announced that the membership of 
the Committee had practically doubled since last year. Count Bernstorff, 
the President, said that the Balfour Declaration constituted the basis of 
the Committee’s work. The building up of the Jewish National Home 
did not in any way affect the position of the Jews as citizens of their 
native countries. The Pro-Palestine Committee was endeavouring to 
assist the Palestine upbuilding work both politically and economically. 

Mr. Oscar Wassermann, Director of the Deutsche Bank and a member 
of the Jewish Agency Commission, who recently returned from a visit to 
Palestine, reported at length to the meeting on his impressions of the 
conditions in Palestine. He refuted the exaggerated reports of a crisis 
in Palestine. The feeling of the people in Palestine was full of hope, and 
they had the will to work out their own future. The people of Palestine 
were the ideal type to build up the country. He guaranteed that the 
work of building the Jewish Home in Palestine would be successful. The 
construction of the Haifa Harbour and the electrification of Palestine

German Citizens of the Jewish Faith. 
HOSTILITY TO ZIONISM. 


The question of the compatibility or incompatibility of Zionism and 
the Germanism of German Jews engaged the attention of the Biennial 
Conference of the Central Union of German Citizens of the Jewish Faith 
during the whole of one day's proceedings of the Conference, which has 
just been concluded. 

Dr. Ludwig Hollander, Director of the Central Union, said that there 
were no common principles between the Central Union and the Zionists. 
The Central Union attitude was that they were Jewish Germans, and 
they denied that there was a Jewish nation. Their country was Germany, 
and their culture was German. They did not desire an international 
solution of the Jewish question. For them the solution must be on 
German soil. At the same time, they recognised that Palestine could 
offer a partial solution of the Jewish distress in Eastern Europe, and in 
so far as Zionism was seeking to create a National Homein Palestine for 
the persecuted Jews of Eastern Europe, they would not enter into opposi- 
tion to it. 


Mizrachi Delegation in London. 
RECEPTION AT NEW SYNAGOGUE. 


Chief Rabbi Ben Zion Uziel, of Tel-Aviv, and Rabbi J. L. Fischman, 
members of the Executive ofthe Mizrachi World Organisation, who have 
arrived in London from the United States on their return journey to 
Palestine, were given a reception in the Marcus Samuel Hallof the New 
Synagogue on Sunday. 

The Chief Rabbi of the British Empire, who presided, said that the 
Mizrachi were building the new life in Palestine on the basis ofthe Jorah, 
the law and loyalty to Judaism. They were the defenders of the Faith. 


Chief Rabbi Uziel and Rabbi Fischman are visiting Mantzhester 
shortly. A meeting of the Iccal Mizrachi was held last Saturday night 
when it was decided to arrange a public meeting for March 4th.

Biography. 

“ AUTOBIOGRAPHY OF JOSEPH SCALIGER.” translated by Mr. George 
W. Robinson (Oxford University Press, Lis. 6d.), is both a monument to 
an important figure of the past and a tribute to pure scholarship. It will 
also be found of unusual interest to all those who cherish wisdom and 
culture. The German biography of Scaliger by Jacob Bernays, 1855, is 
still the standard authority. Scaliger was born in 1540, and died in 1609. 
In 1591 he became Professor of History at Leyden. At theage of nineteen 
he devoted two entire years to Greek literatiire, when an internal impulse 
betook him to the study of Hebrew. Althouch he did not even know a 
single letter of the Hebrew alpliabet, be availed himself of no teacher 
other than himself inthe study of the language. When he lived in Paris, 
in ayear when a famous massacre was raging, he sat so intent upon his 
Hebrew that for some time he heard neither the clash of arms, nor the 
groans of children, nor the wailing women, nor the shouting men. In a 
letter to Isaac Casaubon, dated September 20th, 1605, Scaliger writes 
that the most difficult task he has imposed upon himself is that of copy- 
ing Hebrew books that are temporarily in his possession, Many of the 
manuscripts of Scaliger's legacy, copied in his own beautifully clear and 
neat handwriting, are still among the most prized treasures of the Library 
of the University of Leyden. Scaliger describes the English Hebraist, 
Hugh Broughton (1549-1612) as of a fiery temper and a sharp tongue. 
Mr. Robinson has brought together sufficient material from Scaliger and 
his contemporaries to renew the great man's memory in these modern 
daysand to picture vividly the background of his daily life in a university city.

“A SPANISH FRANCISCAN’S NARRATIVE OF A reg? TO THE HOL\ 
LAND,” by Mr. H. C. Luke (Palestine Exploration Fund, 2, Hinde Street, 
Manchester Square, W. 4s.), is a translation from ptinbe ‘nth century 
Latin manuscript and edited with notes. The manuscript, although 
undated, is easily recognisable from its appearance as belonging to the 
sixteenth century, while the context makes it possible to fix its date 
within very narrow limits. It was written during the Venetian occupa. 
tion of Cyprus, which continued from 1439 to 1571. That it dates from 
the latter part of this period appears from the author's allusions to the 
rebuilding of the city wall of Jerusalem by Suleiman the Magnificent in 
1548, and to the expulsion of the franciscans from the Coenaculum by 
the Moslems in 1552, as recent events. The date can be still further 
narrowed down to somewhere between 1553 and 1555 by the reference 
to the Patriarch of the Nestorians having come to Rome in 1552 todo 
homage to the Pope and to his being, so far as the author was aware, still 
alive. The Prelate referred to is John Sulaga, who was consecrated by 
Pope Julius IIT in 1553, as the first Patriarch of the Chaldw#an Church, 
and was murdered in 1555 in Diarbetr after his return to the East. The 
narrative includes several! allusions to Jews, one of the most interesting 
being the reference to the Jewish community of Safed. Safed is described 
as containing many Jews, especially Spanish and Lusitanian Jews, but it 
Was not safe to speak to them in Spanish because the Turks were very 
suspicious of the Spaniards. Here, too, there were several baptised 
Lusitanian Jews, who had fled there from fear of the Inquisition. 
Throughout these parts Jews took refuge through fear; in Tripoli, in 
Aleppo, in Damascus, in Jerusalem. In all these places they caused to 
be heard again the Spanish tongue, especially in Safed. 

Fiction. 

*JuLIUus LEVINE,” by “ A Gentleman with a Duster” (Mills and Boon, 
7s. 6d.), was published a few months ago, but this notice has been 
intentionally delayed in case further reflection after a reading with 
sustained attention might soften the first dominant impression of 
perplexity. Julius Levine is brought up asa Christian, with Marjorie 
Congreve as the playmate of his childhood. After his career at Oxford 
he becomes engaged to Beatrice Leigh, who breaks her troth with him 
on joining the Church of Rome. In the crisis of his disappointment, 
Julius returns to the faith of his fathers and finds solace in the love of 
Marjorie Congreve. A novel by “ A Gentleman with a Duster ” naturally 
betrays those qualities of strength and imagination which have earned 
for this accomplished writer his high reputation. The author is an 
original craftsman with more than an adequate literary style. But 
“Julius Levine” is by no means free from weakness in construction and 
lucidity.. There are side-plots which do not appear to be essential to the 
main theme. Theclimax of the problem is not reached until the last tenth 
portion of the book, and on the whole there is a puzzling laziness in the 
conclusion. When Julius reveals to his father his intention of embracing 
Judaism, Baron Levine shows no surprise or resentment. He confesses 
to his son that he had become a Christian because that was the line of 
least resistance for him, but that he had remained a true Jew at heart. 
The progress of the narrative demanded that if ever Julius abandoned 
Christianity it should be in favour of the orthodoxy of his uncle Salomon 
rather than the “ Liberal ” Judaism of his cousin Leo. . What is to be the 
future faith of Marjorie Congreve? _ She has not been told by Julius that 
he is now aJew. What willbe her attitude as a pure-minded Christian 
girl when she discovers that she is to preside over a feudal manor, which 
is to.be a meeting-place for men who are trying to. simplify and unify all 
the conflicting religions of the world? The author possesses distinct 
qualities of thought and imagination, but in the development of his theme 
he has not sneceeded-in delineating clearness of character and con- 
sistency.in aim. . Whatever may have been. the noyelist’s intention, in 
effect “Julius Levine” ends on a tantalising uote of interrogation.  8.L. 


The Treatment of Diseases.

JEWISH HEALTH ORGANISATION LECTU! 

De. Redcliffe N. Salaman. J.P., presided ata lecture on this subject 
given under the auspices of the Jewish Health Org anisation on Saturday. 
at the Whitechapel Art’Gallery, by Dr. A. Goodman Levy. 

The lecturer said that the main essentials in the treatment of discases 
are rest and warmth. The doctor may relieve pain or discomfort by 
giving drugs, but he cannotinfluence the course of the disease in most 
cases. In many ¢ases of consumption the only cure is absolute rest in 
bed, Rest is invaluable also in many cases in which the functions of the 
Organs of the body have broken down from disease—rest reduces thei: 
activities and gives them a chance to regain their functions. This is true 
of many cases of heart disease, in which the effect of rest alone is frequently 
remarkable. In the lecturer's opinion, the hospital drug bill and that of 
the National Insurance Fund might very well be cut down by at least one 
half without detriment to the patient and the money thus saved could be 
used for the increase of hospital accommodation and of facilities for 
for examination by specialists. In surgery the doctor can attack the 
disease directly at its source. A large proportion of the actual cures 
effected by doctors are surgical in nature. The principle of rest comes 
into play very largely in treatment after operations. Incisions require 
perfect rest to allow them to heal, as do fractured bones. The repair of 
cuts, fractures and sprains are beautiful examples of self-cure. Massage 
promotes circulation and removes accumulations of fluid which are 
caused by inflammation and so helps the tissues to recover more 
quickly. It has a remarkable effect in removing pain from inflamed 
musties and nerves. Heat may be applied in various ways. The 
most modern method is dry heat’ radiated from electric light bulbs, 
Which is effective for inflamed joints if used early enough. Serums 
have been found effective in diphtheria, tetanus and dysentry. The 
administrations of secretions of certain animal glands has resulted in 
definite cures in cases of atrophy of the thyroid gland— Myxoedema 
the dried tLyroid gland of animals is used, and in diabetes, where 
the extract of the tiny glands of the pancreas has given really good results. 
Referring to the invaluable laboratory work which is being done to com 
Lat human ailments, the lecturer urged that an official medical department 
Should be formed to test the efficacy of remedies on the human body. No 
remedies should be released for general use until the bureau is satisfied 
as to their efficacy. Some such medical bureau, Dr. Levy understood, 
Was in existence in America and there was great need for it here.

‘Early Choral Music.” 

To a joint meeting of members of the West End and Sephardi Jewish 
Literary Societies, held on Sunday at 14, Holland Park Road (the 
residence of Mr. and Mrs. Kh. B. Solomon), Miss Jane Joseph delivered 
an address on “Karly Choral Music,” assisted by a choir who rendered 
selections. Mrs. David bueno de Mesquita presided. The lecturer spoke 
of the contrasts between music and all the other arts. She traced the 
evolution of Choral Music from the tenth century to the present day, and 
said that the Pilainsong of the early Christian Church was entirely a 
unison melody; it re-influenced Jewish music in the Middle Ages, and 
probably had its origin in Temple times. There was something in 
common between the Hebrew psalms and the Plainsong of the Catholic 
Church, I¢ was in the tenth century that people started to combine two 
melodies at the same timc, and it was from that new device that they 
could date modern music. Broadly speaking, it was five hundred years 
before music developed a technique adequate for self-expression. At the 
end of the fifteenth century all music was choral, because in those days 
instruments were very poor and crude. On the motion of Mr, A. R. 
Moro, seconded by Mrs. I’. Joseph, thanks were accorded to the lecturer. 
Others speakers were Messrs. Wilfred Samuel, M. A. Green and RK. B,

Moneylender’s Appeal Aliowed.—A refusal to grant a certificato 
under the Moneylenders’ Act by Mr. Sharpe at the Thames Police Court 
to Marks Rubin was reversed on appeal, last Friday, at the London 
Sessions. Although an alien, Rabin, it was stated, bad lived in this 
country for twenty-cight years, was married to a British wife, and had 
six British-born children. He had been a registered moneylender for 
eighteen years. The only complaint against him was that he made a 
mistake of a year in his age when filling up his alien’s identity book in 
1916. It was said that on this being stated to the magistrate he refused 
the application without allowing evidence which was present in support 
of character to be tendered. This evidence was now given, and the 
Court allowed the appeal. 


Custody of Child Dispute —At the South-Western Police Court, 
Mrs. Hilda Segal, living at Clapham Road, summoned her husband, 
MAURICE SEGAL, with the object of determining the custody of the child 
of the marriage. It was admitted that the child, though of Jewish 
parentage, was being educated at a Roman Catholic school at Clapham, 
and both father and mother wished for her separate custody. The wife 
said she was now living apart from her husband because of his behaviour. 
He had not spoken to her for seven months, though they were in the 
same house. Questioned by her husband, she said he had not objected 
to her to the child being educated in a Roman Catholic school. She 
added that he had only provided her with two coats, one pair of shoes, 
and a little underlinen in fifteen years. The husband, describing himself 
as an orthodox Jew, said he desired to bring up the child in his religious 
faith. Mr. Sandbach, K.C., in giving judgment, confessed he did not 
know the difference between an orthodox Jew or any other, but thought 
it unusual for a child of Jewish parents to be brought up in a faith 
diametrically opposed to their own tenets and beliefs. He decided in 
favour of the mother by giving her the custody of the child, but warned 
ber that she must not deny her husband the right of access. 


Soiling a Railway ‘Carriage Seat.—At the Guildhall Police Court, 
before Mr. Alderman Howell, HYMAN SOCKEL, of Tenter Street, 5t. 
Luke’s, who was summoned for soiling a carriage on the Metropolitan 
Railway by placing his feet on the seat, pleaded “Guilty.” Mr. Taylor, 
who prosecuted for the company, said that they took those proceedings 
with reluctance, but the defendant so soiled a seat with his dirty boots 
that other passengers could not use it. When a guard requested him to | 
remove his feet from the seat, he took no notice. Sockel was fined 20s., 
witb a guinea costs. 


Tinder the heading of “Dirty Conduct,” THE JEWISH WORLD of 
yesterday contained the following [ditorial note: “Hyman Sockel, of 
Tenter Street, St. Luke’s, received ne more than his deserts—if so much 
—when he was fined twenty shillings and costs the other day atthe 
Guildhall for soiling a seat in a railway carriage by placing his dirty 
boots on it and taking no notice when a guard asked him to remove them. 
It was a thoroughly reprehensible piece of behaviour, and it occurs to me 
that Sockel’s boots could not have been any dirtier than his conduct.” 

The Name “ Levy.”—EvrrRetTT LEVY applied to the Supreme Court of 
New York for permission to chauge his name of Levy to Leroy. He said 
that when he left school a few years ago and started looking for employ- 
ment, he found that his name was a handicap. Assuming the name of 
Leroy he had found employment. In granting the application, Jastice 
Aaron J. Levy declared : The petitioner here is twenty-five years of age. 
If he were more mature I doubt whether this sort of application would 
be presented. Of course, I share his disappointment aad grief in his 
nability to get employment in his profession, and indeed lament the fact 
that this was entirely due tothe name he bore. Character and courage 
are essential in fighting off these vicious and bigoted influences, but, as 
he prefers to run, let him. Doubtless he is wholly ignorant of the fact 
that the Bible tells us that the tribe of Levi never worshipped the golden 
calf. Let the application be granted, so that his people may be well rid 
of him.

A little uncertainty is noticeable in the stock markets. It 
must be realised in the first place that markets have been distinctly 
good ever since the reduction of the Bank Rate in April of 1927. 
Prices in many instances have been appreciating, and the time bas 
arrived when investors are of the opinion that future possibilities 
have been discounted in current market values. Disappointment 
is naturally felt at the absence of any further reduction in the 
official value of money, but there is room for satisfaction in the 
evidence of improved trading conditions in the country. Several 
undertakings have issued reports for 1927, and in the majority of 
cases substantially increased profits have been shown. This is 
particularly the case with the London drapery stores and the whole- 
sale drdpery houses, while provision stores, such as the Home and 
Colonial, have been able to issue encouraging statements, which 
indicate a greater spending power of the public. 


Such improve- 
ments in trading have, 


however, been discounted in most cases, 
and a further extension of business is necessary before any further 
decided rise in share values can be expected. 


Electric Supply. 


At the last annual meeting of the Westminster Bank, the Chairman 
Mr. R. Hingh Tennant, drew attention to what he described as a selective 
boom in certain industrial shares on the Stock Exchange. Sach activity 
is very largely confined to the new industries which are rapidly expanding 
in this country. Prominent among these newer industries are the 
electrical industry, the motor car industry, chemical and artificial silk 
manufacture. ‘This list may be added to by the inclusion of developing 
industry in the manufacture of safety glass for motor cars and public 
vehicles. The electrical industry has made wonderful progress since 
the war. It was, of course, checked during 1925 through the disorganised 
state of industry resulting from the coal stoppage. Previous to that, how. 
ever, electrical power supply undertakings had been increasing their profits 
year by year. Now that more settled conditions have returned to the labour 
world renewed progress is being experienced, and for this reason shares 
in electrical power undertakings are considered among the mosi attractive 
obtainable on the Stock Exchange for permanent industria! investment 
purposes. It has been evident of late that forcign money is being 
invested in home electrical concerns, and without the least doubt home 
investors are placing their money in the industry. 


Newcastle Electric. 


A share in the electric supply departments which is worthy of notice 
is Newcastle-upon-Tyne Electric Supply ordinary. This company 
operates in the busy manufacturing Mistricts of North-East England. The 
area of supply exceeds 1,490. square miles, extending over nearly the 
whole of the industrial coal-producing areas of Northumberland and 
Durham and the Clevedon Ironstone area in the North Riding of York- 
shire. It gives electric supply to some 69 towns and villages, 160 coal 
mines, 100 shipyards and works, and 6 tramway and railway systems, 
including the electrificd lines'of the North-Lastern section of the London 
and North-Eastern Railway. In 1919 the net profits of the company were 
only £170,801. By 1925 profits had grown to £507,570, but 1926 experienced 
a setback to £371,708, entirely because of the coal stoppage. For 1924 
and 1925 a dividend of 7 per cent. was paid on the ordinary share capital. 
In 1926, however, the dividend was reduced to 5 per cent., but an interim 
of 24 per cent. has already been paid on account of 1927, and it is con- 
fidentiy believed that when the report becomes available in March the 
ordinary dividend will be reinstated on the 7 per cent. level. A company 
such as this, developing rapidly, will no doubt need new capital. The 
suggestion is that new moncy will be raised by the issue of shares to the 
proprietors on bonus terms, which makes the ordinary even more attrac. 
tive. The present market valuation is about 25s., and the shares can be 
regarded most favourably. 


Fine Spinners’. - 


While interest on the Stock Exchange is very largely directed to 
shares in new undertakings, the cautious investor does not overlook sound 
securities in the stable trades of the country. Lancashire textiles have 
been rather overloOked during recent months, but there is a feeling of 
greater confidence in the market for textile shares just now, and with any 
improvement in trade a revival can be expected. For this reason Fine 
Cotton Spinners’ and Doublers’ Association £1 ordinary shares are a fairly 
good market. These shares are considered one of the best in the market 
for the buyer who is prepared to wait foratime. For the year to March 
3ist, 1927, the company paid only 10 per cent. om its ordinary capital of 
£4,410,000, largely because of the heavy cost of the coal stoppage. The 
interim dividend for the year ending March 31st next has, however, been 
increased from 4 per cent. to 6 per cent., and there is reason for antici- 
pating a reinstatement of the ordinary dividend at 12 per cent. The 
company has ample capital resources, and there is scope for a great 
addition to the company’s activities in connection with the artificial 
silk trade. The shares are now standing at around 498. 3d. and are quite 
good purchase, 


Timber and Machinery. 


A steady volume of investment business is to be found in the Ordinary 
shares of Millars’ Timber and Trading Co., Ltd. They have a nominal 
value of £1 and stand at 25s. 6d. each. The company’s next report and 
Mlividend is not due until July next, but the present buying is based on 
hopes of improved results.

JEWISH ACTORS ON TOUR. 

Dr. Hertz is to be much commended (writes the Editor in yesterday 3 
JEWISH WORLD) for the step he has taken regarding Jewish actors and 
actresses on tour during the Holy Days, as announced in THE JEWISH 
CHRONICLE last week. But I do not understand why he has confined his 
attention to the Holy Days. Surely, the notice on the call-boards ought 
to be there permanently, so that opportunity may be given to Jewish 
“players” to attend synagogues on Sabbaths if they so desire. Perhaps 
the Chief Rabbi will see to this now he has taken the matter in hand. 

“JUDITH OF ISRAEL” (STRAND). 

There are in the Apocryphal story of Judith all the elements of really 
great tragedy, however much the sentiments actuating its heroine may 
be foreign to modern ethics. In the dramatised version, by Dr. EK. 
de Marnay Baruch, at the Strand Theatre, all these elements are present, 
added to which the author has conceived of the dramatically effective idea 
of making Judith love Holofernes (called in the play Arrophernes). 
It should be a powerful piece of work; but somehow, to use an American 
expression, it just fails to get there. One feels all the time thata great 
deal more might be made of the play, which is jerky and episodic in form. 
Judith’s love for the enemy of her race is of too sudden a growth, and 
hardly seems convincing; while what should be the “big scene a 
Arrophernes’ tent proves wholly inadequate, and the dancers in it rather 
recall the sultan’s palace in a pantomime. That form of entertainment 
is again recalled when Judith returns to Bethulia with a most obvious 
pantomime head of Arrophernes—surely it must have been clear that the 
head itself should never have been seen, since such a display must of 
necessity be either ridiculous or unbearably horrible. In “Judith of 
Israel” it is merely ridiculous; and on the first night it occasioned some 
muffled tittering. The production generally is satisfactory, and the 
settings, by E. Werge Thomas, are extremely effective. Most of the 
acting is good; I particularly like Lewis Casson's Arrophernes, and John 
Laurie as Judith's lover and J. Fisher White as the High Priest also give 
good performances. Sybil Thorndike’s Judith is an emotionally powerful 
piece of work; but one regrets to notice that this actress is developing 4 
tendency to “mouth” her words. It is an unfortunate failing which 
detracts not a little from the artistry of one of our foremost tragic 
actresses. LUCIFER. 

“YOUNG WOODLEY” (Arts THEATRE CLUB). 

“Young Woodley,” by John van Druten, produced at the Arts Theatre 
Club an Monday, is an inspiration incarnating a passionately sincere and 
deeply moving study of Youth's stormy awakening to life. It has been 
banned’ by the Censor. One can only conclude that the point of view 
Which dislikes this beautiful play is as stuffed with the cottonwool 
of conventionality as is Woodley's Housemaster. Here is a public 
school with its complete disregard of the bursting impulses, 
the pitiful heartaches of the boy at grips with the loveliness 
and terror of the life he is just beginning to apprehend; with 
its smug condemnation of the tawdry adventures of grosser spirits ; 
its utter misunderstanding of the sensitiveness of its poets. But here, 
beyond the confines of specific time or place, is the burning tragedy of 
eternal youth breaking its heart in its search for manhood. Rarely has 
a play been so perfectly cast. Every actor seemed born to his part. 
Frank Lawton played Woodley as only a young man could, because he 
knew and felt. Kathleen ©’ Regan, with her glorious voice, was a tender 
and lovely Laura Simmons ; the acidly-pompuous schoolmaster was finely 
acted by David Horne. ‘Tony tialfpenny as Cope, the prefects’ fag, gave 
an astonishingly mature performance. R. M. 5.

~ There is an unostentatious quality in Mr. Van. Lier’s playing which 
tends to encourage an audience to overlook his. very -high level of 
achievement, In Davidoff’s “Am Springbrunnen” for example, which he 


played in his concert at .Molian Hall last week, he piaced none of the 
customary emphasis on the technical difficulty of the piece, and se it 
sounded delightfully easy and delightfully fresh. His discovery of an 
Aria by Grazioli, too, was an event which he turned to excellent account 
on his cello. Mme. Konshena, who sang two groups of Russian songs, has 
atypical Russian operatic soprano voice, more disposed to sound than 
to sweetness, and with such a shake in it at times that it conveys the 
effect of being a whole tone out. Yet it was sweet enough in the lower 
registers, as her singing of Glazounov's “ Oriental Romance ™ revealed. 
sut_a screech seems as indispensable to a Russian soprano as melo 
dramatic meaningless gestures. Mr. Bryden Monteith helter-skeltered 
through Schumann's “ Waldscenen,” and was unable to get enough 
vaticty of tone or tempo into his playing to catch the eceriness of “A 
Haunted Spot” or the unearthliness of “The Bird as Prophet.” So of 
the three artists, Mr. Van Lier easily had our preference, 

it would be difficult to say whether the concert at the Victoria 
Working Boys’ Club, on Sunday night, was enjoyed more by the audience 
or by the artists themselves. Certainly Miss Lawson with her humorous 
character sketches, Miss Pry and Mr. Julian Halevy in their songs, and 
Mr. Solomon and Mr. Melsa with piano and violin, not to mention Mr. 
Percy Garrett, who was not even beaten by a song he did not know bit 
bravely hit out his extemporisation of an accompaniment—ail seemed to 
be thoroughly enjoying themselves. And if anyone ventures to suggest 
that working lads cannot enjoy good music, let him ask Mr. Solomon and 
Mr, Melsa whether their East End audience was not much less blasé and 
indifferent, and much more readily appreciative, than the average recital 
habitus. All the artists deserve the warmest thanks (and got them) for 
their ready service, and a music critic heartily adds his own for the 
pleasurable opportunity of getting away from the formal atmosphere of 
the recital hall. ma.

The British Women's Symphony Orchestra chose very wisely their 
programme for Monday night'sconcert. The big things were Beethoven's 
violin concerto dsoloist Adila Fachiri) and Mozart's G Minor Symphony. 
The performance of the orchestra in both these was a great im provement 
on their work last year and was practically on a level with the one or two 
first class orchestras still to be heard occasionally in England. Only ina 
wood-wind and brass was there a noticeable feebleness. Coherence of 
playing aud discipline of emotion are fresh qualities which have improved 
the work of the orchestra immensely and are praiseworthy achievements 
of their admirable conductor, Dr. Maleolm Sargent. There is very little 
of that raggedness due to tou much individualistic zeal which marred the 
orchestra's work last year. They are settling down toa more recondite 
musicianship and yet are losing none of the “life” which is at once the 
Saving grace and final betrayal of the amateur, a spirit which should 
never rise up in its crudity to mar the work of professional women 
musicians.

There is something peculiarly appealing in that ancestor of the 
modern piano, the harpsichord. Quite apart from its unique tone and 
its complete difference in point of legato and staccato playing, the 
capacity of this old instrument was responsible for the form of many of 
the greatest works of Mozart and Handel—to name but two composers. 
Now His Master's Voice have issued a really wonderful recording of 
Madame Wanda Landowska, playing Handel's“ Harmonious Blacksmith,” 
and Mozart's “Turkish March,” on the harpsichord, and it would be 
hard to find a more perfect reproduction. Andthen from the old world to 
the very modern in music, there is issued by H.M.V. a record of 
Rachmaninoff playing “ Liebesfreud,” arranged by himself on Kreisler’s 
version of the theme. It is a thing of staggering technical difficulty, 
and the personalities of the composers mixing rather than blend. 
ing, give it a most fascinating effect. Again the recording is excellent, 
and it is a very severe test of recording efficiency, | should imagine. 
It is somewhat difficult to come to an opinion of the record just issued of 
Dr. Alcock playing on the Salisbury Cathedral organ. The player is a 
musician of the very highest reputation, and I have heard people loud in 
their praise of that particularinstrument. Yet frankly I found the record 
disappointing, and that not merely because it was low in tone. Probably 
due to some acoustic difficulty, certain ranges of sound seem to 
jumble badly, and one stop of the organ in particular seems to have yielded 
to the severity of the winter and become asthmatic. One is loth to write 
of modern gramophone productions adversely, yet so wonderful have 
been the organ records produced by H.M.V. up to now that the sheer 
excellence of these works calls attention to defects such as I have 
mentioned in this Salisbury Cathedral organ record. Among the dance 
records recently issued by H.M.V., I can recommend “Polly” and 
“Prudy,” played by Lez Confrey and his orchestra. is

Heijerman’s “ Ghetto.” 
From Mr. GEORGE J. WEBBER, LL.B. 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 

Sin,—The Manchester Jewish Literary and Social Society deserves 
praise for the ability with which annually, in aid of a great cause, they 
produce a Jewish play. But Heijerman’s “Ghetto” was a choice gravely to 
be deplored. Not even a paramount cause—the Jewish National Fund— 
can justify the production of such a play. 

Sachel, user of false measures, is a wealthy Jew of Amsterdam. He 
is aged now, blind and embittered. Rafael, his son, is writing asymphony, 
and has secretly married Rosa, the fair and unlecheint Christian maid of 
the house. One Friday eve, to see Sachel and to discuss a deal in cloth, 
comes Aaron. Aaron would wed his danghter, Rebecca, to Rafael— 
wealth unto wealth. But, alas! 8,000. gulden only will Aaron give her, 
and Sachel asks 12,009. At length at 10,000 they compromise. 

On Sabbath they are leaving the Synagogue. The cunning Rafael 
feigns that be will marry Rebecca. From a wineshop wine is brought to 
table: behold, the Synagogue forefront becomes an open air cafe! No 
Kiddush. The Rabbi—in this “ ghetto ”-——proceeds to drink. Then Rafael, 
enraged, stands on the steps. About him gather the Ghetto youths. 
“ For my soul, who bids? ”—8,000 gulden Aaron bids.’ Too small !"-—-Then 
liosa comes forth, and bids—her soul! Soul unto soul! 

Rafael leaves awhile and Aaron conspires with Sachel to buy off Rosa, 
and bigamously marry Rafael to Rebecca. The aged Jew, by all the 
holy books, swears in the “Ghetto” a perjured oath that Rafael has 
deserted Hosa. Into the convenient canal she throws herself, but is 
rescued. In rushes Rafacl, writer of symphonies, seeking fortune in 
England. In his arms, from death, Rosa hasa recovery speedy and facile. 
Then, to the ground the saintly Rafael flings his blind and aged father, 
who even as Shylock once, gave that piercing cry: “Jessica!” lRatael 
beeds him not. Forward from the Ghetto into Freedom ! 

Sir, is there a Jewish play more flagrantly un-Jewish? Is this the 
Ghetto—this lurid picture of perverted hate? Where is the Jewish 
atmosphere? If this play ie art, where isitsart’ If there be a moral, 
a glorious moral for Jewry’s youth! Did a Selection Committee tead 
this play? Why was it chosen? 

in the morning we heard the Song of the Red Sea-—oft Jewish 
Deliverance. At eventide we heard the Song of the Symphonist—of 
Jewish Deliverance through intermarriage. 

“The Melting Pot,” was a play, shot throngh with idealism— however 
mistaken—of a giant Jew. “The Ghetto,” conceived in hatred and 
brought forth in derision, is a tragedy, a failure and a travesty of 
permanent ideals.—Faithfally yours,

Auntie’s Chat. 


Some of my friends credit me with a good memory. I suppose I 
have a memory of sorts, which comes in useful when you forget to 
sign your full names or suddetily remember me after a long silence, 
and I have to pick up the threads again of an interrupted written 
intercourse. But the kind of memory I really think I have well 
developed is what I may call racial memory. 


RACIAL MEMORY. 


Racial memory is hard to define. Perhaps I can give an illustra- 
tion of it by quoting from one of the finest of the Prime Minister's 
speeches. It is a passage that I think deserves to live, so I am the 
more happy to quote it. He was speaking of the appeal which England 
made to him asan Englishman. “To me,” he said, “England is the 
country and the country is England, And when I ask myself what I 
mean by England, when I[ think of England when I am abroad, 
England to me comes stealing through my various senses—through the 
ear, through the eye and through certain imperishable scents. And 
there are the sounds of England—the tinkle of the hammer on the 
anvil in the country smithy, the corncrake on a dewy morn, the 
sound of the scythe against the whetstone. And the sight of a plough 
team coming over the brow ofa hill, the sight that has been seen in 
England since England was a land, and may be seen in England 
long after the Empire has perished, and every works in England has 
ceased to function, for centuries the one abiding picture of England-- 
does it not deeply move the memory’? The wild anemones in the 
woods in April, the last load of hay being drawn down the leafy lance 
as the twilight steals on, and the figures of the horses homeward mov- 
ing are but dimly seen; and above all, most subtle, most penetrating 
and most moving, the smell of wood-smoke rising in an autumn even- 
ing, or the smell of the scutch fires; such are treasured reminiscences 
of England ... These things strike down into the very depths of our 
being, and touch chords that go back to the beginning of time and the 
human race, but they are chords that with every year of our life sound 
a deeper note in our innermost selves.. These are the things that 
make England.” Now, just as Mr, Baldwin feels about England, | feel 
‘about that less tangible, but to me no less real, mass of associations 
which are conjured up by the storied record of the Jewish people.
